Identity and Context

"Walk the strait and narrow " Perhaps being moral 
and responsible. But that's a completely wrong take as we have just 
seen. Truth didn't used to be that evasive It must have been during 
the time of Jesus, however, and it certainly has become so again. 

Now, one can be as moral and responsible as he can or wants to 
be. However, if he has lost all of his racial integrity then I pruf>osc that 
it in a nets nor a single damn. Some of the strictest of teligioua laws are 
in effect in parts of the ihird World and even the Third Worldcrs 
themselves are trying to get out of those places. 
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And theu come to where, exactly? Why. to Europe or North 
America or perhaps Australia or New Zealand. With what as a result? 
The most horrific danger the White race has ever faced: The 
ttadirionally White lands themselves going Third W orld Homfic for 
two reasons You're not even gctdng a chance to fight; and if this 
occurs there are no more frontiers to retire to in order to begin again, 
fresh, as we have always done from die very beginning, leaving the 
garbage behind and starting new, to reach ever greater heights. 

Perhaps you're beginning to get the idea. Racist as hell. Not in line 
with "PC". But HI tell you that RACE and that alone is the one biggest 
truth and REALITY ever in existence. 

Everybody talks about "PC" and everybody - or very near - 
believes there is a "conspiracy" of some sort at work in the affaire of 
nations. Yes. But they apparendy don't dunk this through You're 
going to find it coming from two sources within the pages of this hook. 
The premise goes like this: If there is some nefarious, secret agenda at 
work, then it would ccrtamly behoove us to fully understand it. One 
iron clad principle would have to be that, whatever it builds up to be 
"good" and "nghieous" would need to be suspect at the very least And 
whatever it may condemn to us as "evil" would likewise be deserting 
of a second look. 

Furthermore, the object of anv such conspiracy would not end at 
the monopolization of endless wealth, would not satisfy itself with the 
holding of absolute — even if hidden — power. No. Ail of this would 
only be going to serve an AGENDA. In order to implement such an 
agenda. I’ve said in the past that you may learn a vety great deal from 
even a liar BUT you must first be aware that it is a liar you are 
considering Then too there is the principle of the hostile witness. If 
the conspiracy has as its number one "evil" a thing which dicv cleverly 
refer to as "racism", then you may be assured that THAT is the key. 

And what of personalities? It works exactly the same way. After a 
several-weeks-long series of lectures on the "conspiracy", in an 
ultimate and informal setting from a charming young lady, I proposed 
much of this same thing and asked, "Who does the System hate and 
defame the most ?" She, bong a professed Christian, answered right 
away, "Jesus." No, I said. They don’t aitack Jesus. They have hollowed 
our what had been his Church and they are contenr to leave it at that. 
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HITLER is who They arrack most viciously. Hostile witness again. And 
again the KEY is presented 

"Seal the book." That's a quote from Daniel, Chapter 12, Verse 4. 
"But rhou, O Darnel, shut up the words, and seal the book, even to the 
tune of the end: many shall run to and fro. and knowledge shall be 
increased." 

Of course the "book", the Bible and its sixrv-six books — wasn t 
phvsicallv or magically "scaled" but ldeniuy and context were lost or 
else moved on rendering the MEANING of the words mystenous or 
otherwise irrelevant. As far as I am concerned it is that phenomenon 
which turned me away from die Church from the very beginning of 
my lifc. 

l could not and would not - and especially once l had become 
racially and politically aware go for any philosophy which held up 
some other people as being "God's Chosen" when I by then knew that 
these very people were the ones responsible for the decline of my own 
beloved White race and Western civilization. It could go, as simple as 
that. 

But many others found that they could not do this, lhat would lie 
representative of the "Church" die way it ts presently known and 
accepted. It was perfectly summed up for me when a very dear friend 
of mind admitted in all honesty that she had been a devoted Christian 
all her life of some then sixty-odd years and still she didn't understand 
what the message of the Bible was all about. And she was not and is 
not alone. 

Still they try hard to make of it a "religion". Live morally . But 
minus race it's no good. Two healthy, White specimens being forth a 
child out of "wedlock" and they consider it a "bastard' Whereas a pair 
of filth'' race traitors produce some racial cur - bui if they are married 
in a "Christian" ceremony — then it is A-Okav. BLLI-SHlTt 

That is what killed ihe pre-Flood world, Egypt, Sumeria, Classical 
Civilization such as Greece and Rome and which is now threatening 
Western, Christian civilization. "Legality" be damned! It is race and 
race alone! 

l*hcn enters identity. ()ncc known commonly, now practically 
forgotten As the pages to follow will clarify and in amazingly few 
words, it was and ts only the W hite race which the Bible hakls as 
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"God's Chosen People”. So ir has always been our book. It is abour us 
and no one else. And any time other peoples are mentioned, it arises 
as a warning, an admonishment from God for us to have nothing to 
do with them. "Keep the l lolv Seed Holy " "Do not mingle the Holy 
Seed." And no forth and so on. Racism. 

Back to books which arc for all practical purposes "scaled". The 
Bible js one, as we have just seen. It’s Literally everywhere but how few 
actually read u and how fewer still really understand it. Still there is 
another book out there which even one has heard of, is for sale in every 
hook store, is available in any library but is hardly read and rarely 
understood It too is effectively "sealed". It is Adolf Hitler's 
masterwork. "Mein Kampf' 

The clever Enemy is contented to leave it at this. But whereas 
they've already done their work with the Bible in that nobody who 
WANTS to believe CAN thereby rendering the whole thing as 
practically ndiculous ro the otherwise open-minded, they prep you in 
advance that "Mein Kampf' will be some deadly dull reading, coming 
from a maniac. 

Back around once more to context. In 1950s America words like 
“rum the other check" seemed incomprehensible. No, you kick the liell 
out of anyone who would accost you But not too many decades later, 
after this had become the litigious place it has long been, one must 
think twice about this action. You'll both go to jail That was the world 
in which Jesus moved. The Hebrews, the Israelites - OURSELVES - 
once had been their own masters in their own land bur no more. Now 
they were under the dual heel of both Caoaanitcs and Rotnans- 

I realize that this country has gone to hell with the Whites owning 
guns, voting and still nominally under the Constitution but such is the 
fact. As of 1950, this country was 90% White, At the date of this 
wnong it Uovcts at about 50%. And that fifty percent reflects Whites 
that don't do much justice to their Aryan forefathers. Again, legalities 
be damned! It has been observed that the very best slaves are those 
who don't realize that they are slaves. 

OR... those who have to any significant degree bought into the lies 
and mesmerization of their own worst cncmv. (Church people, check 
yourselves!) 
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And so while I was doing a three-year slide for the State - off and 
on - I found I had the time on my hands to study and to write. I 
determined to either debunk or validate the Bible at least to my own 
satisfaction. This I did do. I validated tt by demystifying it. But I 
discovered so much more. 

One imdnmon I was kept at had a pretty respectable library and in 
ir I found a copy of “Mem Kampf’. The same translation that had 
been sold by die Pam 1 had belonged to so long ago and which I had 
bought then and attempted to read.

In going over Htder's words once more, things began to seem to 
me to be strangely familiar. Exactly like "cramming" for an academic 
test, all that study of the Bible had placed all that mass of information 
into the front of my mind and reading certain passages from "Mem 
Kampf was prompting it to connect the forefront. I was even able to 
go back into the Bible and locate its direct corollary without too much 
difficulty. This was no fluke, no coincidence. 1 found it to be 
throughout. Constant. Consistent. And 1 was die guy doing itf That is 
w hat amazed me most, perhaps How was it that this had never been 
done before? 

That's how it took place

Seal the Book 

"But thou, O Pattttlshut up the words, and stal the hook, ertu to the time of 
the end: many shall run to and fro. and knowledge shall he increased ," 

- Darnel, Chapter Twelve, Verse 4 

Tliat line from out of Daniel i' loaded with the kind of wisdom and 
understanding seldom if ever encountered these days. Most would 
perhaps automatically envision some sort of magical spell cast around 
a huge volume, preventing it from physically being opened until. like 
magic, the* seal could be broken. But it is precisely within that popular 
misunderstanding, together with a renewed, proper understanding of 
the true meaning behind the strange words, that the key mar be found 
to past, present and future. 

There really is no such thing as "magic". There is, of course, 
prestidigitation, or sleight of hand, the art of creating illusion, etc, but 
this is not magic, how ever. The original concept of magic could have 
been -exactly as it would yet remain - the witnessing of comparadvc. 
relative "high tech" by those whose condition remained somewhere 
nearer the primitive. I mean, how else to explain such phenomena? I 
often kid today regarding this or that gimmick and had wc possessed 
such a marvel during my owq childhood, we'd have bc*u burned as a 
witch. 

Also, of course, everything is impossible unnl somebody does it. 
And don't forget this: The truth, even today, will still get you nailed to 
a cross. 

What people have a hard time with and which, indeed, the way in 
which history is taught only contributes to, is the concept of 
exceptionally high wisdom having been lost - repeatedly in the 
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distant past. History, after aB. is supposed to be the steady, unbroken 
crawl upward of mankind over the last five thousand or so years to this 
most magnificent pinnacle it has achieved at present fTiat would 
amount to a Hncar theory, of course- However, the evidence points to 
collapse after collapse, rise after nsc and that would amount to a 
cyclical pattern. 

History, then, is the story of wisdom and organization - painfully 
gained and then just as painfully lost It is hard to grasp for those 
finding themselves within a formed) high civilization that what may 
pass for "wisdom”’ is, in reality, only superstition. And that defines as 
belief in the absence of facts. It could also, conversely, define as 
disbelief in the presence of facts. 

Whoever wrote the Book of Daniel, speaking for the l.ot\l as they 
were, instructed that the book should be "sealed" until that time - close 
to the end - when knowledge is expanded and people are traveling to 
and fro. What was meant by that, as understood by its author, was the 
words that would read incomprehensibly until the next cycle of high 
civilization had come full circle. That, of course, would be the present 
day. 'Ibis principle not only involved Darnel but the whole of the Bible 
itself. 

How many high civilizations have fallen in fairly close order even 
within the accepted time-frame of mainstream history books? Egypt, 
Greece, Rome, etc.? Then, of course, is the rouchv question not liked 
at all by mainstream historians regarding the so-called "histon" of 
bgypt being joined at a time when Egypt had already passed its height 
and had entered decline. What was before? That is nor within the scope 
of this book but, save to sav, the cycles of the rise and fall of 
civilizations have heen getting shorter all the time until the present day. 

If I’ve learned anything in a lifetime of the study of history and. 
mote importantly, revisionist history, it is that all high civilizations die 
in exaedy die same way, of exactly the same causes. And no one seems 
to be able to see it, and certainly not in the current situation. For the 
svmptoms seem always to be popularly viewed as "progress" toward 
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some vague, ideal Utopian dream and ncvei as the deterioration, 
corruption or approach of death that the)- are in reality. 

I'll qualify the previous statement to its never being recognized for 
what it :s by those in power or control. After all, dime martyrs who 
wrote die Bible and those hermits who gave us the Dead Sea Scrolls 
were, if anything, die odd men out. Simply because if one finds himself 
on top of the situation, as with a king or a politician or any wealthy, 
successful person, he is most uuliketv to do a lot of very senous 
questioning. 

So we have the rise and fall of civilizations. That's a great term, 
practically a blurb. It is here where the gloves must come off. The nsc 
of a civilization takes place whenever a large enough group of W hites 
cakes over an area, makes it their own, sends down roots and 
DEVELOPS over generations and centuries. That's history. 

Cro-Magnon Man of thirty thousand years ago, provided a shave, 
haircut and suit of clothes would lx- indistinguishable on today’s streets 
from you or 1. And, if suddenly dumped into a roaring wilderness, how 
long do you suppose you would stay stupid? Not long. You would 
immediately start to develop all over again. But how long do you 
suppose it wuuld be before your descendants would lie sending 
vehicles into space once more? 1 hat might take a while And, certainly, 
a lot might happen before that could take place. 

Other races of man may reach a certain level of development, or of 
civilization, but then they stop. When Columbus reached America, for 
example, he found the natives still living in the Stone Age. When the 
Americans forcibly opened japan for trade in the early Nineteenth 
Century, they found it a frozen society, caught back in feudal times. 
When the Germans invaded the depths of the Soviet Union in the 
Second World War, many a landscr wax compelled to contemplate his 
own wrtstwatch just in order to reassure himself that he was not 
crapped back in the Middle Ages. 

Ynd in such places as Asia, Afnea and South America? Some have 
no wntten language. Some have no spoken language. Some have barely 
discovered fire while others as yet engage in cannibalism as part of 
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their culture. And yet thev are dressing these in suits of clothes and 
pretending they arc our "equals" 

It is only the White race which exhibits the potential for unlimited 
development, the teach back to the stars, if you will. It is only through 
contact with the White race that these other, darker races show any 
sign toward development. Japanese, for example, may be masters at 
mass produenon. But only of items which were originally invented by 
Whites. And so it is only through what they may be shown by Whites, 
or by what they may emulate from Whites that colored races may show 
am signs of development whatever. Within them, a certain spark is 
missing. 

Be assured, however, that this principle works in the reverse as well, 
as we shall see. 

Then hack, once again, to such archaic terms as "seal the book", 
etc Perhaps one of the most common of all the mystical terms is "evil". 
It is still used widely today. By far rhe most haven't the slightest idea 
what it really means Most would suppose it has something to do with 
intentionally doing wrong or of intentionally making mischief. 
Generally, it is liberally applied as only one more name-calling epithet, 
however. In any war, for example, "we" are the "good guys" while the 
< ipposing side represents the "bad guvs". Purely subjective. 

So it is that the meaning of the term is lost. And, minus meaning, 
what kind of real wisdom can there be? 

Quite apart from the intentional act of wrong-doing, the actual 
meaning of evil is simply this: CONFUSION. You don't know what 
you are doing. Meaning has been lost, \nother apt term to apply to 
this condition would be dircctionicssncss. lhcy say, "Turn earnestly 
back to the Lord." If you have no concept of wliat even is up or down, 
how can you turn in any direction at all? Can this happen? It HAS 
happened. 

It is this very loss of direcnon, of true meaning, that causes the 
decline and the death of all high civilizations. It strikes die very 
institutions themselves and reaches all the way down into the family 
and even the individual 
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On the frontier or within any cucumstancc of struggle, the meaning 
is very dear: Survive! But with every danger and challenge having been 
met and overcome, as in the case of well-settled civilizations, the great 
masses of people have but to rely upon their established insnruhons 
for guidance. Should these go rotten, they will in time take the whole 
people down with them. 

Cosmopolitanism, as that condition reached whenever empire is 
achieved, will invariable, lead to a people's own institutions going 
rotten, of abandoning the needs of die people which founded them 
and of going on to sen e only themselves and those few which control 
them. It has become a case of all form and no funefinn. 

Empire has one other aspect to it, the one which invariably leads to 
all the rest: The importation of darker races to do the hard, manual 
labor. That practice has always been foolishly indulged by the Whites 
everywhere our of perceived necessity. Then, once thar condinon of 
comfort, of "spare tune", has been arrived at, ever more foolish 
thought entertained may be maintained, like making "citizens" of the 
former slaves on the basis, perhaps, of their having done a more or less 
commendable job of having assimilared into our culture. It is at thar 
precise point that truth, wisdom and MEANING have flown. 

Out of slavery, into the society, with "rights". And then why not as 
partners in marriage, etc.? Confusion of meaning now extends all the 
way into confusion of bloodlines, or, as the Bible puts it. "Confusion 
of face." From that point, the spark of civilization itself, which I 
mentioned before, has become polluted and lost. The civilization falls. 
And it never rcahses. 

Travel anywhere in the world where the ruins of any oncc-grcat 
civilization stand. What populates the placer Colored types in every 
instance. Where there exists statuan from the Golden Age, look 
closely and sec the faces of classic White or Aryan Types. Where such 
statuary does not exist, go to rhe legends sell alive among those natives 
and learn about the "White gods with red beards", ere., who traveled 
in from someplace over the sea, who conquered, unparted civilization, 
and, tn many cases, swore then return. 
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lliat return, by the way. was represented by Ac great u-avc of 
exploration, conquest and colonization from our of Kurope following 
Columbus. 

But the very process of decay which took place thousands of years 
ago is currently underwav here, in Ac present. What do Acv call it? 
"Progressive"? "Democratic''? Anyway, it to protected by law. Should 
you be among Ac shrinking number of those who oppose it. Aen you 
arc automatically a moral leper, an ouccastc. And now YOU share the 
reality w:A those who penned the Bible, those who sealed those scrolls 
in those clay pots to be opened at some point m a distant, unknown 
future when Ac force of the prevailing madness has expended itself. 

Note again that Ac only civilizations to have collapsed have been 
White civilizations White civilization*, that is, which allowed 
Acmsdvcs to go colored. Too blunt? Too harsh? Do we have Ac time 
to waste on Ac kind of gibberish and empty platitudes as presented 
elsewhere? There has always been Ac problem. The "best" minds 
concerning Acimeh-es wiA die popular superstition of the day. Ihc 
"practical" and "profitable" stuff, if not the "easy" and the "fun" stuff. 
Bur never Ac painful truth. The dangerous, even Ac outlawed mnh. 

Again, Ac kind of truA Uiar can get you nailed to a cross. 

So wc have Ac rise and tall of dvilizanons. Wc know Aat history 
itself is Ac record of Ac development of Ae White race. What, Aen, 
ot Ae reappearance ot civilization once a previously mighty one has 
fallen? 1 lus has always been a matter of Ac migration of a healthy, 
sound White racial stock - a remnanr which has somehow managed 
to keep itself separate (and what is separate but "holy") from the 
cosmopolitan mess, survive Ae death of Ac former state and its rotten 
institution*, and go on into a fresh frontier to begin over again, guided 
once more by Ac strict law's of necessity. Sometimes Acy bring with 
Aem memories from the vanished tunes. Here are bom our "myAs". 

If Acre is any valid, logical argument to support this being Ac End 
Time, ii must be Ac realm Aat, for Ae first time in earth's history, 
there no longer is any frontier remaining for any hcalAy, White 
remnant to repair to m order to begtn again. 
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Most everyone — throughout history — has theit ou r n, pec radonalr 
as to why the present time must be the End Tunc, even if only because 
their personal lives ate miserable and empty’. The one outlined above 
happen* to be my own and IT1 stand it against any battery of 
miscrability or moralistic clap trap as offered by any of the rest. 

A certain climax is thus approached but that, also, is not part ol the 
scope of this book. Instead, we turn our eyes back to the previous 
century when earth-shaking events were transpiring but which were 
wholly misunderstood and mistaken by White humanity, the very 
humanity whose fate and destiny were resung upon their outcome. 
Equal to that in importance is the established fact that tins same White 
humanity was deliberately misled, prevented from viewing events in 
the correct light - one in which they might conceivably have taken 
corrective action — by an identifiable group, personages, whose own 
worldv iew was and is rhe very essence of that same cosmopolitanism 
1 mentioned earlier. 

Ihc most recent cycle of White civilization, that is. White, Western, 
Christian civilisation, had reached its own zenith by 1900. Already by 
that rune the germs for its destruction were acm e. Every challenge had 
been met and overcome bv the nauons of the West. Direction levs ness 
was beginning to set in. Ihc great nations were about to turn against 
one another in a war the likes of which rhe planet had not known, at 
least not anywhere m contemporary history. Ihc myths 01 old 
contained stories of similar destruction, using similar — if not higher — 
technology. But this was something new for us. Ihc inestimable 
genetic damage caused by this war was equaled only by the social 
upheaval and political upset winch resulted on every home-front of 
victor and vanquished alike. 

Wholly dependent, once again, upon their own, established 
institunons. how incredibly fast can a people slide into social, moral, 
economic, cultural chaos should these same institutions hccomc either 
rotten or be taken over compromised — by a handful of host i!e, alien 
conspirators. 
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Minus their national, or racial, unit)- add awareness, minus their 
own national will and leadership, how suddenly helpless can a formerly 
great people become- It » thus that, again, formerly great peoples can 
fall victim to tiny but determined, aware and tightly organized 
minorities. 

And so then, alongside the phenomenon of these cycles of the nsc 
and hall of civilizations growing ever shorter with the progression of 
time is this most remarkable one: I "he role of racial Jew's in che affairs 
and destiny of rhe White race. Previously, throughout history and even 
pre-history, these things, these cycles of nse and fall but particularly 
of deterioration simply took place as a matter of narural course over 
periods of hundreds ot thousands of years. Presently, with Jews on the 
sceuc and in control of formerly White institutions, the drive toward 
nanonal dcadi lias been by them consciously and deliberately ced-hncd 
and placed on :» very literal crash course with destiny. 

T his is a fact and a reality - suppressed and unrecognized — every 
bit as unique as the one which has it that there remains no safe spot 
on earth for Whites to retreat to in order to rebuild a healthy. White 
state with purely White institutions in which they may lie happ\ ami 
prosper. Find Times, again? Yes, 1 do believe so- 

The fortunes and die circumstances of the White race at present 
can be compared to those of the victim of a modem day carjacking of 
whom the experts advise, "Don't get mto the vehicle with the 
carjackcr," For, if you do, you will be removed to a location and a 
circumstance far less favorable to you and to your sun ival. In essence, 
Western civilization got into the vehicle with die carjacker at least bv a 
hundred years ago and, most certainly - rime being distance also - its 
general situation today is almost unrecognizable compared to what u 
was then. 

It was into that world of nearly a century ago that stepped Adolf 
Htder. White, Western, Christian civilization had just l>een dealt a 
gnevous blow, was sick -it its very soul, was dangerously undermined 
by its worst enemies. It had, in short, lost its direction. However, tn 
general, its outward condition was one of something eminently well 
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worth defending, preserving, and, superficially at least, it appeared as 
though such a task might well be capable of accomplishment... if only 
the necessary DIRECTION and WILL could somehow be mustered. 

Hitler could hardlv be compared to any other world leader of that 
day. He was neither of the wcalrhy, privileged class nor was he of the 
alien, underworld class of conspirators. He was simply a good, 
Christian man of the West who saw the plight of his own people as 
well as the interconnection of the test of Western civilization to that 
same plight and set about most forthrightly to do something to remedy 
the situation ilidci most certainly was the onh world Icadci to 
recognize the actual danger for what it really was and not ro view it as 
some bright, new abstract "dawn" 

Five years into his political career, Hiller wrote Mem Kampf. 

It might even be said that here was a book sealed from its vert’ 
beginning. It was all there, with nothing held back. Everything, right 
up to the age of the super-states and the collapse of the Soviet l.mon. 
Vnd yet those in control of the world media, then and now, refer to its 
contents as "evil", "insane", a "criminal blueprint", etc. They call it 
rambling", '"disjointed", "muddled", "illiterate", "impossible to read". 
Worst of all, perhaps, they call it "dull". Well, for those possessing no 
genuine understanding or desire for truth and certainly for those with 
a secret agenda of their own. Mein Kampf could well be all of these 
things. 

One more phenomenon of human nature is thus revealed here by 
rhis: People tend to go by what they’ve been told or bv what they've 
heard rather than according to what they've personally learned or 
experienced. How ridiculouslv easy, then, it has been over rhe ages for 
the few to control the many. 

Admittedly, when l first attempted to read Mein Kampf neatly forty 
years ago as a teenager, it was no use. 1 could not penetrate it. For me 
it genuinely was scaled- This is made even more incredible by the fact 
that 1 was even at the time a ducs-paving member of Hitler's movement 
and Mein Kampf eras viewed as being the movements own Bible . 
Well, a little knowledge, as they say .. 
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Thirty year* onward, that is, dining the mid-Nineties, I had 
occasion to tackle the Bible itself with the determination to either 
debunk or to validate it positively, once and for all. Having gone on 
the basis of what I'd heard or been told about it. I had not only totally 
rejected it but I had professed militant atheism all my life. My error. 
Misrepresentation would seem to be the rule, not the exception. 

Upon what set of criteria I entered into this task is, again, not within 
the range of this book. Just as unporrantlv as any of that, however, was 
the background l had picked up in the meantime for, as I recall, I did 
once try to read the Bible as a young person and fell flat in the attempt. 
Save to say that now it all jumped into place and I did. indeed, at least 
to my own complete satisfaction - and more - come to see rhe perfect 
validity of it 

It is rather the result of what all tins sudden and intense research 
soon lead me to thaT 1 consider to be most remarkable of all and the 
effort for which I hope that 1 may be best remembered Ir was toward 
the winding-down phase of all this work within the Bible that t 
chanced to pick up another copy of Mein Kampf in the same 
translation as I had first struggled so unsuccessfully to fathom. 

1 began to read again. .Almost immediately 1 began to nonce 
something*. This and that thought ot statement seemed uncannily 
familiar. Too many had then parallel, or paraphrase within the Bible. 
Not infrequently would Hitler directly quote from or refer to the Bible, 
God or Jesus Chrtst. But it turned out to be the more esoteric passages 
which wxrc matching up more and more, to a positively unsettling 
degree. They began finishing each other's statement and answering one 
another's questions It was consistent all the way throughout the book. 
It could be no fluke, no coincidence. 

That is, I suppose, the enure purpose of study after all: To get all 
of the essentials up into the front of one's mind. For without this 
much, it is unlikely that I'd have been able to recognize all these sinking 
features and it is altogether impossible that I’d have been able to do all 
the back-and-forth matching up between the passages from Mem 
Kampf and the corresponding ones from the Bible. 
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When the notes were all completed. I rushed the first edition into 
print in the spnng of 2000, privately and in limited numbers. It was not 
well received. I think 1 can understand whv- Both books. The Bible 
and Mein Kampf, are effectively as yet still sealed. A clash of 
prejudices? What someone may like or dislike according to what he's 
been told, according to some misrepresentation, or even according to 
some reaction on the basis of these. Two opposing worlds, it would be 
made to seem and yet I had demonstrated absolutely that the two 
EQUATED one another! Docs not jibe; cannot compute. Sits well 
with no one. 

Here is the proof positive that the truth really is one. 1 still enjoy 
w hen handing a presentation copy of this work of mine to friends or 
acquaintances, saying to them "This will shatter your universe." 

This represents no concoction of my own. It is something that I 
discovered and now present to you. You do not have to accept my 
word for anything. You arc free to go and make the same comparisons 
for yourself and see whether I’ve been dishonest in any way. 
Everybody has a Bible. Every library and book store offers Mem 
Kampf But who actually READS either one? Instead, most arc 
coment to go along with what they’ve been TOED about both by 
others. As I said before, there is a terribly great danger in that if only 
one thinks about tt for a moment. 

And now I am confident that you are sufficiently prepped to go 
ahead and read what I, in ull due modesty, like to refer to as the 
damnedest thing ever written. 
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Introduction 

Mativ years ago I attempted to read the Bible but found it to be 
altogether incomprehensible, lhcn, in mid-life and with the fullness of 
events, when I tried it again, the truths and profundities leapt off the 
pages at me like lightning. Tim t$ more than magic. "I acts” arc one 
thing. 'I ruth is another. The enemy routinely uses facts to confuse and 
mislead. Truth involves principle and it is that which humanity is 
missing. 

Principle — at least insofar as the human drama is concerned - can 
only be recognized if one can know and manage ro hold in his 
awareness the broadest possible panorama. Only then can the patterns 
be discerned and only by that can eternal and vital principles be 
isolated. Otherwise, all perception continues on more or less 
haphazardly, with no lessons being learned, on a downward spiral 
outward ro general oblivion. Ignorance is not bliss. 

It requires a certain genius or, if you wish, a certain kind of 
inspiration for that one-in-a miflion type of personality to come along 
and literally pluck truth out of thin au and distill it into, first, thought, 
and. finally, spoken and printed word. Only after that much occurs 
does there cast the slightest hope of any positive action being taken 
upon it. Ilie pen. then, truly is mightier than the sword. 

The Bible - or rather its authors - is a fountain overflowing with 
just such types, representing as it does a collection of writings 
spanning thousand* of years. The greatest of these was Jesus of 
Nazareth himself who, though he in fact wrote nothing on his ow n. 
left it ro certain followers to record immortal words and deeds so 
powerful as to have had the effect of closing one agt and opening 
another. 
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In this task they succeeded admirably — more than admirably — 
because tlicy caught this man's very spint and thoughts in such a way 
that, for all practical purposes, the meaning and potency in them has 
lain dormant from not very many years following his death until the 
present day when circumstances for the people they were intended for 
have returned to wlvat they were tn his own day. Due to the ripening 
of conditions, they have come hack to life to reveal their truth. Again, 
more than magic. 

Also as a young person I had struggled my way through Adolf 
Hitlers Mein Kampf because it was considered the "Bible" of the 
National Socialist movement of which 1 was just then a new member. 
And a formidable task tt was. I was not up to it lust the way most 
people never were, arc or shall ever be. The words of the great man 
were above me - not so much the w'ords as the concepts they built - 
and his meaning seemed to have little or no connection with the 
modern, matenalisuc Urnted States I was growing up tn. 

The very same could have been said of the Btblc itselt at that time 
and in that place. But of this 1 could have had no inkling as a teenager 
tn the post-war Midwest. 

But iostinctiially I was drawn to Hidc/s image and personality a# 
horribly misrepresented by his detractors - who happened to own and 
control all media, everywhere - as it w’as. Only years later did I begin 
to ask myself the question: How many today and for a long lime past 
have been devoted to Jesus' image on the same incomplete basis 
despite the fact that he is "okayed" by the same enemy media but still 
misrepresented for their own purposes? 

They merely "accept" without fully knowing what it is all about. 
Tins doesn't count. Unless somewhere along the line a more complete 
understanding evolves, then the individual has remained only partially 
"found" or "saved”. And, of course, in such martens "partial" really 
amounts to not at all What we universally see here as a result of this 
arc individuals and masses tooling themselves - or allowing 
themselves to be fooled — by believing hard in something so 
incomplete and so inverted that, in and of itself, it defies rruc reason 
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and logic. And doesn’t that state these people are in. along with their 
whole society, reflect this? 

But how could it be otherwise? The same World Enemy allows it 
to happen that both the Bible and Mein Kampf arc to be found 
everywhere, as common as dirt. Not without approximately the same 
degree of tampering, however, as regards the various translations and, 
as tn the ease of Mein Kampf, not without one or more so-called 
"introductions" as composed by sworn detractors of Hitler t< > set you 
up for some very "dull" and "disjointed" leading 

Some will say that the admonition at the very close of the Bible, 
that is, Revelation 22: 18 and 19, covets that concern with regard to 
any tampering with the Bible itself.

But I would respond that those with interest to undertake any such 
thing ate themselves already damned and are fully aware of which 
master they are serving. That or they are the lowest of knaves, without 
hope anyway. In any event, as I have discovered definitively in poring 
over different modem translations of the Bible during this research, 
the foul w'ork is already done.

Hie World Enemy didn't get Co be where he's at by being dmi- 
wittcd. He knew this principle from die start; Thar most people, by far, 
haven't got the capacity, for one, to ever pick out the hidden truth in 
cither Df these immortal volumes and, secondly, those that might will 
only come to it under die most stringent and select - and therefore 
improbable — of circumstances. 

The enemy can thus feel more or less free to play the role of rhe 
great democrat who'd never stoop to black-handed censorship or the 
burning of books. He dares you, he challenges you to pick up the truth 
that’s diere all about you. And he sneers at you all the while, confident 
that you won't or rhat you can t And he's basically nghr tn his cynical 
appraisal of human namre. Just have a look around you at the general 
state of things to frnd the confirmation of this sad testimony. 

When again in my mid-life I set about rereading Mein Kampf, 
probably fot the first tune in over twenty years, T had the same 
experience that I'd had only a few years before when I decided to tackle 
the Bible once more in earnest. \nd, once more, I had the same 
experience of the meaning behind the words coming to life before my 
eves. I he astounding, shattering realization which was beyond even 
that much was that the two equaled one another. 

Anyone with basic reading comprehension skills should be able to 
see in the Bible plain statements which go in direct conflict against 
w hat is preached in these churches today. And any truly objeenve mind 
should be easily able to see in Mein Kampf nothing remotely 
resembling the “madness" or "criminal intent" everywhere attributed 
to it by the world school of thought Here wc have a common 
misrepresentation, coming from a common source, toward a common 
agenda. 
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l wo books misrepresented, misunderstood. Iliac is dear. But does 
it apply to too realk different things, two widely divergent messages 
and philosophies? Or does what we sec actually represent the 
blasphemy ot the Rex Munch toward the same thing: The Spirit and 
the Word, the Holy Ghost itself?

It's easy to miss something contained in a ponderous volume the 
Bible - when you have already made up your mind against die 
institution which supposedly champions its cause, that is, the Church. 
It's cjiute another to fail to catch the implidt message in die paramount 
work representing that movement to which you have dedicated vour 
very existence, in my case, the National Socialist movement and 
l lidcr’s book. Mein Kaxnpf. 

One for sure catches the feeling that he's anything but a know-it-all 
when, after decades of struggle and commitment, he suddenly is 
allowed to see things that he never before suspected. Not only in the 
heretofore "aben’' book, the Bible, but more so especially, when it 
involves what has been since early youth his own, personal "Bible".

ITicn, when they are seen to absoluteU parallel one another, one 
realizes that magic is in the air, literally, when cold, dry ink on paper is 
able to assume new Etc in die present after having lain dead for, in the 
one case, millennia and in the orher for only a generation.

Back to the panorama 1 spoke of carter. Here truly IS a panorama 
of the human experience; Reaching from the earliest dawn of written 
history and well auo the Twentieth Century. The same principles 
throughout, the same ideals, the same warning, the same people, the 
same danger, the same enemy. One can only conclude that it stems 
from the SAMF. MIND, or, at the very least, the same genius and 
inspiration. But certainly die same SPIRIT. 

Hitler carefully dedicates his book, not to ncw-comcrs, but to his 
old and faithful Party comrades. 1 address this piece, not to the already 
"sold” - whether on die Bible or on Mem kampf - but to the skeptical 
who have been so turned off by the very misrepresentations I have 
already mentioned that they have been inclined to abandon BO'I H. I 
have known exactly how you feel - and whether you know it or not it 
is the feeling of being lost - and I want to do this for any of those who 
may possess the capacity' or the desire to KNOW, to be AWARE.

In his preface to Mein Kampf (Mr Struggle). Hitler make a clear that 
at least part of his intention with regard to the inclusion of any 
autobiographical material is to "serve to destroy the foul legends 
about my person dished up in the Jewish press." 

He also states that "men arc won over less by the written word 
than by the spoken word, that every great movement on this 
earth owes its growth, to great orators and not to great writers." 

In point of fact. Hitler did not "write” Mein Kampf but rather he 
dictated it to his faithful friend, Rudolf Hess. This work was 
undertaken during 1924 when Hitler was confined to Landsberg pnson 
after the failure of the November 9th, 1923, Munich Revolt. Hitler 
dedicates the first of two volumes to the sixteen Party members who 
died on that occasion, "with loyal faith in the resurrection of their 
people." 

In much the same way did |csus of Naarureth impress upon his 
apostle* the thoughts and ideas most critical to the contmunncc of the 
great movement he was founding, that they might put rliem down for 
posterity lest they be lost. The same story in all its essentials - as told 
in die four gospels serves to underscore the importance and veracity 
of it all in exactly the same wav as the giving of Jesus' own genealogy 
rwicc, backwards and forwards, so there might be no confusion as to 
|u$t who and what he was. (Matthew, Chapter One, and Luke, Chapter 
Three.) Carefully note bow BOT11 Hitler and Jesus arc claimed by the 
Jews to either be of fully or partially Jewish blood. 
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As part of the background to all that follows, Jesus is known in the 
Bible as the lion of Judah" as he was indeed of the Inbe of Judah 
and u» the line of King David.

1 he Tribe of Benjamin was die very final White element to depart 
the Holy Land, in the year 66 A D. The) entered Europe and secular 
history as the Visigoths and, a thousand years later, now as the 
Normans, they were the last tribe to enter Britain to be with all the rest 
in 1066 A.D. (Britain being a compounding of two Hebrew words: 
Brirh. meaning covenant; Ain. meaning land.) A* for Pharisees, they 
were in essence the power elite of Jesus' day.

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However, tlus is nor to belabor that point. It was the ancient 
Romans who dubbed chc tubes which had settled on their northern 
border the "Germans", which meant "the true Scythians". The 
Germans. of course, came to refer to themselves as "Dcutsch", having 
to do wtth the language which they spoke. 

It therefore doesn't require rocket science to deduce that both Jesus 
ot Nazareth and Adolf Hitler were of the same family of people. 
Indeed, TWO Lions of Judah! 

As it was posed in the introduction, sir* we regarding the same nund 
at work here? I am convinced that this is so. What an opportunity, if 
one but could, to possess a thick volume of personal commentary 
coming from the J-ord himself, set in the Twentieth Century, in today's 
language, putting not onh the issues of the day but the eternal 
questions into contemporary context! 

We have just that in Mein Kampf. 

Hitlers one ambition was the survival and upward development of 
the German people On the first page of the first chapter of the first 
volume of Mein Kampf he statcH - 

"...we have made it our life’s work to reunite by every 
means at our disposal two German States." 

"Gemian-Austria must return to the great German 
Mother." 


However, this German unity was explicitly forbidden by the various 
treaties — or dictates - forced upon Germany and Austria ar the end of 
W orld War One. Compare this with the following lines from out of 
the Bible -

Hitler's mission, then, even according to his own eyes? That of a 
fanatic? If so, then we need to compare that mission of Hitler's to the 
one ordamed for Jesus of Nazareth fully five hundred years before his 
appearance on earth -

Bear always in mind tha: wc continue to be regarding the largest 
and greatest of all of Israel's twelve tribes whenever speaking of 
Germany. Judah held out the longest against foreign conquest as 
recorded in the Old Testament. And it was Judah again - in the new 
form, under the new name of Germany - which held out the longest 
against absorption by the Satanic "New V\ orkl Order” of International 
Jewry. 

rhis unity of one blood on common soil, undivided by any worldly 
concerns of politics, economics or religion was and is prerequisite 10 
the well-being, freedom and sovereignty of that or any people. And the 
enemy of humanity knows this only too well. This is whv he constantly 
foments VHurc division and disunity.

"I yawned and grew sick to my stomach at the thought 
of sitting in an office, deprived of my liberty; ceasing to 
be master of my own time and being compelled to force 
the content of a whole life into blanks that had to be filled 
out.” 

VThat a free aud independent spirit, fully worthy of possessing such 
it monumental purpose to perform. Could die impressions of the 
carpenter's son have been that much different?

Fittingly enough. Hitler says also in his chapter one - 

”...I received singing lessons in the cloister at 
Latnbach, I had excellent opportunity to intoxicate 
myself with the solemn splendor of the brilliant church 
festivals. As was only natural, the abbot seemed to me, as 
the village priest had once seemed to my father, the 
highest and most desirable ideal." 

Be all of that as it may, it was at this church at Lambach that Hitler, 
as a vouilg boy, first became familiarUed with the symbol of the 
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Swastika, one bcuig prominently featured tn the stonework above a 
main portal* 

As a result of his school studies. Hitler relates - 

"First, I became a nationalist. Second, I learned to 
understand and grasp the meaning of history." 

Because of these factors, Hitler grew' cognizant that - 

"...people had gradually lost interest in the Germans 
living abroad; some could not, while others were unable 
to appreciate their importance." 

For Htrlet, too. rhe fate of these same "lost sheep” was of 
paramount importance. Hider refers to a "sifting process", of three 
catcgones of people 

"The fighters, the lukewarm, and the traitots." 

Compare the sentiments of Jesus - 

"Hr that is uot with me it agtitistme: and he ibtit gatiunth ml i *i>b 
m uatUntb." 

- Luke. Chapter Eleven, Verse 23. 

Hirler continues tn the same vein - 

"...a smuggle for the soul of the child: German boy, do 
not forget you arc a German and, little girl, remember that 
you arc to become a German mother."

monarch came into the crown of his forefathers. No, BY 
THE LIVING GOD, this is very unimportant." 

"To ‘learn’ history means to seek and find the forces 
which are the causes leading to those effects which we 
subsequently perceive as historical events." 

"The art of reading as of learning is this; to retain the 
essential, to forget the non-essentiaL" 

"I do not want to ‘learn’ it, 1 want it to instruct me,"

Hitler goes on tn the same breath to sax - 

"Thus, at an early age. 1 had become a political 
‘revolutionary’, and I became an artistic revolutionary at 
an equally early age." 

"At the age of twelve I saw ‘William TelP for the first 
time, and a few months later my first opera, ‘Lohengrin*. 
I was captivated at once. My youthful enthusiasm tor the 
master of Bayreuth knew no bounds. Again and again I 
was drawn to his works, and it still seems to me especially 
fortunate that the modest provincial performance left me 
open to an intensified experience later on." 

We may presume rhat Hitler U referring here to his experience on 
the hretnberg, just outside Linz, Austria, where, after attending a 
performance of Wagner's "Rienzi" with his boyhood tnend, August 
Kubizck, he climbed the hill and underwent a transformation. Kubiaek 
related in his own book, "The young Hidcr I Knew ", tlxat Hitler came 
down a changed person. In years later, after Hidcr had become 
Chancellor of Germany, he told Kubuck of the moment, "In that hour 
tt began" 

In my mind at least, this event immediately paralleled the 
Transfiguration of Jesus - 

"...Jtsuj taketh Ptter, Jam*, and John int hrothtr, and hnnseth thm 
up into a high mountain afxirt," 

"And tv uuf transfigund br/orr them: and Us fact did jtdnr a.\ tin 
sun, and his raiment u v/ white at the tight. " 

- Matthew, Chapter Seventeen, Verses 1 and 2. 

Of course we get that one precious glimpse of the young Jesus »l 
about the age of twelve as he discusses the religious law with rhe elders 
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at the Temple, What we'd give for his own first-hand reminiscences! 
(l.ukc, Chapter Two. Verses 45 through 52.) 

The "master of Bavreuth" Htder refers to is, of course, Richard 
W agner who has been called the colossus of higher Western musical 
form In a rare and special tribute. Hitler called Wagner "rhe first 
National Socialist". 

An interesting aside to all this is that this very Western musical form 
had remained basically unchanged from Jesus’ day until about the 
Seventeenth Century, with the development of mote complex musical 
instruments as well as musical concepts. One can go and get modern 
recordings done by various musical conscrvatoncs which will allow' 
him to actually experience the sounds which could have been 
composed by David himself or heard by Jesus in his own day. 

One ancient instrument — the bagpipe originated in Egypt and 
went along with the different migrations outward to ancient India, 
Israel and. finally, survives today in Scotland. Ireland and northern 
Spain 

The sounds conceived by Wagner and the whole nationalist 
romantic school of the Eighteenth and Nineteenth Centuries - actually 
audible soul and spun — are unique in their grandeur in the entire 
existence of humanity on earth They dirccdy coincide with the 
prophetic attainment of rhe mastery of the globe by Israel’s Twelve 
Tnbes, that is, with the pinnacle of Western Civilization, the conquest 
and colonization of the world by the states of Europe. 

Wagner's trademark was the mingling of the twin themes ot Norse 
Germanic mythology and Christian motifs, as with his famous operas 
"Tannhauser", "Lohengrin" and "Parzifal", etc 

For Europe was, after all, only Israel transposed to another piece 
of geography, larger chan Palestine, to be sure, yet still packed and 
crammed by these brother peoples m a patchwork quilt of confused - 
and often bitterly hostile - languages and nationalities just as had been 
the case tn die ancient Holy land.

AD we know of Marr, the mother of Jesus, is that she survived her 
son, provided the detail* of the Nativity to rhe apostles and, tradition 
has it, ended her days in France along with Man’ Magdalene ami other 
early followers after die crucifixion and intense persecutions w’hich 
then began. Of Joseph, the father of Jesus, wc know next to nothing 
but must assume diat he died also w hile Jesus himself was still a youth. 

I litlcr left lus portion of his state orphan's pension to his younger 
sister, Paula, and left for the city of Vienna. 
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Part II 

Of his five years of misery, as J litlci termed his stay in Vicuna, be 
opens with one of his rnut>t often quoted lines 

"...obstacles do not exist to be surrendered to, but to 
only be broken.*’ 


And — 


'In this period my eyes were opened to two menaces 
of which I had previously scarcely known the names, and 
whose terrible importance for the existence of the 
German people I certainly did not understand: Marxism 
and Jewry." 

First of all, Marxism is a movement of, by nud for Jews. Moses 
Mordecai Levy. a.k.a "Karl Marx", was hired by rhe Jewish Illuminati 
rn pen the Communist Manifesto in order ro accomplish on a world¬ 
wide scale what their jacobin movement had done in the French 
Revolunon. Namely, as Hitler will evolve in his own words, ro 
eradicate the natural and God-given order and hierarchy of the world 
and replace tt with a mediocre, brown mass of general chaos. Note well 
that this is also the aun of democracy. 

Marxism — or Communism - purport* to champion the cause of 
the poor, ro accomplish nothing short of the eradication of poverty, 
just as does liberal democrac 1 . and all welfare states. Ihis in realm’ is 
but » hook for the gullible masses to gcr them duped into suppornng 
what truthfully are the most vicious and repressive of dictatorships.

Secondly, a striking difference is found here between the lives and 
places of Hitler and Jesus, ir «* critical to the understanding ot both 
men to realize that, tn 1 Inlet's world, Jews were a minority while in that 
of Jesus, and they had become the racial majority. Actually, this spells 
out in the most physical of terms just what the message and the intent 
of the entire saga of the Bible - Old and New Testaments - WHS and 
is: Intended atrkdy for the legacy and posterity of Israel, it savs 
Beware!

Struggling as he did in \ ienna for his daily survival, I Iitlei learned

Hitlers pronouncements on the poor arc the soul of brevity 
compared to those of Jesus but the sentiment remains the same. 
Llscwhcrc roles ate reversed, with Jesus giving scant atTennon to a 
particular issue while Hitler devotes great emphasis to it. 

And this ts important: How to alleviate or cure this social evil - 
poverty — which even lesus himself conceded would always be with us. 
Hitler’s answer - 

"The deepest sense of social responsibility for the 
creation of better foundations for our develo|mient, 
coupled with the brutal determination in breaking down 
incurable tumors." 

"Just as Nature docs not concentrate her greatest 
attention in preserving what exists, but in breeding 
offspring to carry' on the species, likewise in human life, 
it is less important artificially to alleviate existing evil, 
which, in view of human nature, in ninety-nine percent 
impossible, than to ensure from (be start healthier 
channels for a future development.’' 

That 
point came and went for the Holy land during the time of the 
prophets.

I tom the beginning, it was Hitler’s stated aim to free the German 
people from three things: The imminent threat of starvation; the 
slavery of the Versailles Treaty: and the deadly peril of Bolshevism. 
Done, done and done. Due only to his cr»ming and despite die loss of 
the War. By contrast, the United States sinks deeper into the mire of 
us changing demographics. Governmental efforts to "keep up" with 
this biological and social deterioration only represents the increasing 
corruption and ineptitude of this system. Thus the cycle is perpetuated 
and accelerated 

Note well that while one and all decry die painful symptoms of this 
process of national death, the Jewish media and all of its controlled 
mouthpieces hail the philosophy and the legislations which brought it 
about as die finest of "ideals" and the brightest of "progress".

This philosophy today is called "intolerance” and the World F.nemv 
justifiably holds up Hitler as the very personification of it. lhcir ideal 
is called "nmlnculturalism It amounts to contusion amongst a 
plethora of foreign ways. Tor myself, I hadn't thought of that as 
"worshipping other god*" but, nonetheless, that’s what it is in working 
reality. 

And if you don't go along-' The enemy -controlled media and taste 
making apparatus starts off bv calling you a "square" and from there it 
works its way up to "Nazi”. 

"Dig those thydini 'o’ blues..." 

Here is what most people are helplessly caught up in: llte very 
inertia of the prevailing system and its mindset They 'ay theirs is a free 
society, full of freedom of speech and expression. Bur just try being 
racially oriented and just try expressing your deep concent over the 
undue amount of Jewish influence in national affairs. It was then 
"tight" to take over and now it is their "authority" which shuts you up 

What was it that die prophets were alluding to when they wrote 
then lamentations on the depths to which dieir society had sunk? I 
believe we have that answer everywhere about us today. Hitler certainly 
had it isolated. And he began to realize how it operated and the way in 
which it must be fought.

In 
Germany m the Tw enties, there were the means and the chance to tight 
and to win. In Judea uf Jesus' nmc, it was far wiser to "turn the other 
cheek" rather than provide the enemy with the fuel he needed to come 
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attcr you even hauler What of the deplorable, incomprehensible 
situation in the L rated Stares today?

Clearly, and from much direct personal experience on my own part, 
Jesus, in the above quotation, has aid out the situation as n not only 
existed in his time and place but also for the fighter for the truth in the 
world today. You are on youi own and you'd berrer know it. Dri your

however, we see how the enemy will strike first at the individual's 
material wealth whenever this enemy may perceive "trouble” 

Tire individual may choose to divest himself of all this baggage and 
high profile vulnerability or he may wait until he ts attacked by the 
enemy and, most likely, ts crushed in body as well so in spirit, not to 
mention being made a horrible spectacle of as a warning to the rest of 
the sheep.

The subject of Hitler and the Jews. As Hitler goc» to some length 
to point out, he knew ncxi to nothing about jews while growing up. 
Tile)' were simply scarce in the towns and villages of l}pp«r \ustm 
where Hitler hved as a child and ns a youth. Neither could a very young 
person be expected to sense or suspect their influence from afar, 
despite their lack of immediate physical presence. 

We wonder how the young Jesus came about his initial impressions 
ot Jews, his first awareness of them. We know by die gospels that hts 
patents had to steal die infant Jesus nut of Judea and into Egypt lest 
he be murdered by them on orders of the Jewish King Herod, along 
with an unknown number of male infants in the region of Bethlehem 
in an effort to forestall the Biblical prophecy which concerned Israel 
and not Edom, that is, racial lews. 

"And bang uurmd ofGodtn a drum fhit Ihri (the wist mat) should 
not mum to Herod, they departed into their mm autntr, another u<ay/' 

".And wftett they were departed, behold, the angel of the Lard 
appumtb to Joseph tn a dream, urging. A rite, and taAa the young (hild 
and (ns mother, ami flee into hgypt, and he thou there until / bring thee 
wnkfor Herod milsetk the young child to destiny him." 

"Then Hemd. when he saw that he war mocked of tlx ins? men. was 
exceeding wroth and tent forth, and flew till the children that vert in 
Bfthkhrm, and in ail the coasts thereof, from two years old and Ntider, 
according to the time which hr had diligently emfuiird of tin wife men." 

— Matthew, Chapter Two, Verses 12,13 and 16. 
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We know that after sotne time had passed, Jesus' family returned to 
Judea with him but established themselves in tire area of Galilee, the 
last White stronghold m the Holy l-and, where the young Jesus could 
grow into adulthood protected in the safety of the numbers of the 
Benj&mites which made up the local population. Bcnjatmte? today have 
as their own home Iceland. Otherwise, they are a scattered tribe, 
among them the Normans. 

"But m'/vh Hr rod was dead, luhohL au angel of the Lard dfpeanth 
in a dream to Joseph in £gjpL " 

"Saying, ylrisr, and take the young Mid and his mother, and go info 
the land of Israel' for they art dead width sought the young htkC / fife." 

"But when he heard that Ini hr fans did reign in Judea in the mom of 
bes father Herod. he was afraid to go thither notwithstanding, Mug 
usimtd of God tn a dream, he turned aside into the petrts of Gaiifee:" 

- Matthew, Chapter Two, Verses 19, 20 and 22- 

In aD honesty and objectivity, it would be hard to imagine any 
impression upon a young mmil in light of these factors other rhan tli.tr 
the very world he was living in being nothing more or less than a 
seedling nest of vipers. 

Vnd it is here where the pronouncements of Hitler and Jesus most 
closely come to equate each other, both in their * indent rone and ui 
their length relative to aD other topics. Hitler writes in chapter two of 
Mein Kampf - 

"There were few Jews in Linz. In the course of the 
centuries their outward appearance had become 
Europeanized and had taken on a human look; in fact, I 
even took them for Germans. The absurdity of this idea 
did not dawn on me because I saw no distinguishing 
feature but the strange religion. The fact they* had, as 1 
believed, been persecuted on this account sometimes 
almost turned my distaste at unfavorable remarks about 
them into horror. ” 
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1'his would mean that Hitler started off on the question of the lews 
at the same "square one" as practically anyone growing up in the 
I mted States in the presenr da). We need to realize exactly what it was 
that changed Hitler's opinion. Was it the "insantrv" or the "syphilis" as 
the "experts" asseitr Was it convenient "scapegoating" as other 
"scholars" maintain? Or mightn’t it be just the way Hitler himself 
describes it as he continues in liis own masterwork, written and 
intended so that we might know tins verv answer? Why, indeed, nun 
away from the truth to look elsewhere? 

"Then I came to Vienna." 

"Thus far I did not so much as suspect the existence 
of an organized opposition to the Jews." 

"For the Jew was still characterized for me by nothing 
but his religion, and therefore, on the grounds of human 
tolerance, I maintained my rejection of religious attacks 
in this case as in others. Consequently, the tone 
particularly dial of the Viennese anti-Semitic press, 
seemed to me unworthy of the cultural tradition of a great 
nation. I was oppressed by the memory of certain 
occurrences in the Middle-Ages, which I should not have 
liked to see repeated." 

The "occurrences" Hidcr refer* to include the deliberate spreading 
of the Black Death by local Jews through the dumping of 
contaminated corpses into public wells, etc- The betrayal, once again, 
of their own communities, by their opening the gates to the invading 
Mongols while they themselves wort yellow armbands to spare 
themselves from the slaughter they were bringing down on the Whites. 
And the "Blood Accusation": The raking of White, Christian children 
at the time of their high holy day*, cutting their throats, collecting the 
blood, drying it and baking it into their bread. This is nor even to 
mention then close identification with financial usury . Bur memories 
such as these are what led the peoples of l ’uropc to cam' out periodic 
"pogroms" against the Jewish populations iti their midst 
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However, the passage pcrvnouslr quoted from Mein Kampf about 
Hitler's earliest thoughts on tile Jews does not |tbe well with the linage 
of the man as propounded in the media. Not only did Hitler begin with 
a neutrality on the Jewish question, he began by being repulsed by ami 
lewish sentiments. To go further, in light of Hitler's paragraph, it 
would scent more than likely that there were and soil are innumerable, 
incipient "Hitlers'' out there among the sullen and disgruntled White 
trusses who are but waiting to have revealed to them the primary 
source of all their woes. 

In fact, just as next to no one knows the teal Jesus, the image most 
people have of Hitler — thanks to the Jewish owned and operated 
media - that of the mad and thoroughlv obnoxious hater, is that of a 
" Jewish Hitler" and, as you'll see, lus no bearing upon the reality, the 
actual person. 

Hider goes on about the Jews 

"Once, as l was strolling through the inner city, I 
suddenly encountered an apparition in a black caftan and 
black hair locks. ‘Is this a Jew?’ was my first thought” 

"For a few hellers I bought the first anti-Semitic 
pamphlets of my life. Unfortunately, they all proceeded 
from the supposition that in principle of the reader knew 
on even understood the Jewish question to a certain 
degree. Besides, the tone for the most part was such that 
doubts again arose in me, due in part to the dull and 
amazingly unscientific arguments favoring the thesis.” 

"The whole thing seemed to me so monstrous, the 
accusations so boundless, that, tormented by the fear of 
doing injustice, I again became anxious and uncertain.” 

Science aside, let us refer to the Bible itself for all wc need to know 
regarding the cvolvcmcnt of what are called Jew s. That this confusion 
is cleared up in the mmd of the individual is absolutely critical 

First, the term "Jew" does not appear tn the Bible until Second 
Kings, Chapter Sixteen, Verse 6. lhat is only a passing reference but it 
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H found fully half way through the Old Testament, It is the reason for 
tins that must be understood. 

Throughout the Bible mention is made constantly of Hebrews and 
Israelites Bat Jews only come ui very Latch , during the time of Israel’s 
painful and hideous decline, lhis is no coincidence 

One tool employed by the Bible’s framers to underscore and to 
emphasize is repetition, as we mentioned earliec. And this is only used 
when it is utter I •• necessary for the reader to catch what is being 
brought forth - 

Uitntcs, Hivitcs, Amonres, jebusttes, Penzzitcs and Canaanitcs 1 *. 
1 his is a listing of tribe of peoples of races alien to Israel and it is 
repeated in the Old Testamenr no fewer than a dozen times between 
the book* of Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, Deuteronomy and Joshua 
Concerning these people, God commands Israel - 

"(ibstrvt thou that which l command fhtt tins day: behold, l drive out 
before thee the Amonte, and the Canaamte. and the H(trite, and the 
Pericyte, and the limit, and the ftbustteA 

"Take herd to tbyte If, !etf thou make a covenant with the inhabitants 
ofthe land whither thou geest, lest tt tutor a an,nr in the midst of thee:" 

"But ye sfsati destroy their altars, break their im.tgs, and cut down 
tbetrgfom:" 

"For thou sfwit worship no other pod: for the Land, whose name is 
jealous, ts a jealous God:" 

"Lest thou make a covenant with tbe inhabitants of the land, and they 
po a whoring ajter their pods, and do sacrifice unto their gods, undone call 
tlsei, and thou rat ofhij sacrifice:" 

" indt/nsu take their daughter: unto tty sons, and their daughters go 
a nixsnng after thetr geds, ana snake thy sons pt a whoring after their 

- Exodus, Chapter Thirty-Four, Verses 11 through 16 

'Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, when ye are 
passed overfordaH into the hind of Canaan:" 

"Then ye shall drive out all the tnhabitant} of (hr land from before 
you, and destroy all thesr pictures, and destroy all their molten images, and 
auric pluck down all their high places:" 
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"-Wyy shall dispossess the inhabitants ofthe land, and third tin rein: 
for / hurt goto you Hx land to possess it." 

"But if ye trill not dm* out the inhabitants of the land from bepur 
jvjm; then- it shall some to pass, that those wbkb yt let remain of them 
shall he priiks in your eyes, and thonu in your sides, and shall rex you in 
the land nivmujr dwell.” 

"Mnnooer it lhad tom to putts, that! shall do unto you, ,is I thought 
to do unto them." 

— Numbers. Chapter Thirty-Three, N erses 51, 52, 53, 55 
and 5<V 

The Israelites were the last White element to leave the dying Egypt, 
with its racial miasma and its pantheon of false gods. They militariU 
seized for themselves Egypt's most north easterly province - Canaan 
- so that they might preserve their racial and cultural integrity. God 
was warning them to take great care and not to run straight into a 
potential situation similar to the one they had |ust bectl extricated from, 
that is, of multi racialism and muld-culturalism. 

To stress the urgency of the issue, God goes on - 

"When the l and thy God shad bring thee into the land whttber thou 
yont to possess it, and bath east out maty nations irfon thee, the Hittisn, 
and the Gtrpjslu/ei. and tin A monte s. and the Camum/tei, and the 
Beri^t/e:., and the Unites, and the Jebusites , setrn nations greater ami 
mightier than thou;' 

“And when the Lard tfrt God shad dearer them before thee: thou shait 
smite them, and utterly destroy them; thou shad make no cotvnanf with 
firm, nor show mery unto them:” 

"Neither shall thou make mamagei uifh them; fty daughter thou 
shait not ff re unto his son, hot bis daughter shait thou take unto thy son. " 

’Tor they will turn away thy son from following me; that they may 
sen* othergods; so will the anger of the Lard be kindled against you, and 
destroy thte suddenly,” 

- Deutcronomv, Chapter Seven, Verses 1 through 4. 

The rules of warfare arc discussed next, having to do, among other 
things, with the acceptance of the surrender of enemy dries. However,

The first of these involved a band of Htvites who didn't wish to 
join the fate of all their dead brothers who had faced Israel in battle

ambassadors," 

"And (bey aval to Joriuta unto the comp at Griped, ami said unto 
hm, and to the men of Israel, ITV be erne from a far country: now therefore 
make ye a feint*? with m.<, " 

",And the men ed Israel said unto the Hiertei. Prradrenturr yt dwell 
among m; and how -boh' wr make a fe<tgue wrthyouf'" 

"And Joshua made peace with them, ami ramie a league with them, to 
iet them lie?: and the princes of the coagnffitton snort unto them ." 

"And the children of Israel smote risen not, btecutte tbe princes ttj the 
cvaffigpUbn /sod sworn unto them by the Lord God of Israel And ail the 
consyegatton murmured afyttusi the princes." 

— Joshua, Chapter Nine, Verses 4. 6, “.15 and 18. 

This was hut the beginning. Joshua, Chapter Thirteen, Verve 13, 
states — 


"Xtnertbfliss the children of Israel expelled not /be Ceshunles, nor 
riff Moochwthites: hut the Geshurites and the Mnachathrits dwell among 
the I true fries until this day" 
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"At for the Jehuatei, thr inhabitants of Jerusalem, tin children of 
Judith could not drift them out: (rut the Jebusttts dwell with the children 
of Judah at Jerusalem unto this diy. " 

- Joshua, Chapter Fifteen, Verse 63. 

"And they draft not out ibt Canaamfti that dwelt trs Gtyer hut the 
Canaanifes tiuu/l among the Ephrutmitts unto thi> day, and serve under 
tribute."

There follows a veritable laundry list of all these omissions 
committed on the part of the rest of the l'ribcs of Israel as they each 
fell short of completing and thereby securing the task given to diem 
by God in the one opportunity they'd have to do it. 

Beniamin, Manasseh, Ephraim, Zcbulun. Asher, Maphtali, Dan and 
Joseph, respectively, each stopped short and made slaves of these other 
various alien tribes. (Judges. Chapter One, Verses 27 through 35.)

If this begins to sound the least hit familiar, it should. This was a 
case of a WTutc society accepting within itself, however bit by bit, 
significant numlxrrs of those of raciall) alien nations The evils bred by 
tins arc alw ays the same. It is what is killing the l otted States todav. 

From that racial mix in ancient Israel theic arose not only » bastard 
breed hur a bastard philosophy, namely, Jews and Judaism. 

The fabnc and structure of the nation itself finallv succumbed to 
the contusion and corruption that ensued and, first, Israel in the north, 
then Judah in the south, were deported b) Assyrians and Babylonians.

Ln the Biblical instance, the result wa*> 
ludaism That was the fate of the Hebrew 1 etnple and it is the strange 
religion" that Hitlcx spoke of earlier in this segment 

'('he Jews of today classify themselves into two categories: 
Sephardim and Ashkenazim. The former arc those whose origins we 
have just discussed. Ihe latter group, of w hom is comprised more than 
eighty percent of all those calling themselves Jew's today, arc the racial 
descendants of what history knows as Khazars Pnor to the turn of the 
hirst Millennium A.D., this large empire w r hich roughly occupied the 
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area between the Black and the Caspian Seas, converted cn masse to 
Judaism. 

Tlic Bible, however, knew' this bind and these people as Gog and 
Magog 


"Son oj man. set thy face against Gog, the land of Xltigpg, tit chief 
prince of A lethtch and TubaL andpropriety against bun." 

"And toy, thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I am ogrimt thee, 0 
Gog, the chief pristeg of Mtahccb and Tuba/:" 

- Ezekiel, Chapter Thirty-Light, Verses 2 and 3. 

These two aforenamed, Mcshcch and Tubal. arc listed in First 
Chronicles, Chapter One, Verses 4 and 5, as the sons of Japhech, the 
eldest of Noah's three sons. Not wanting to race too far ahead, this 
means that these people had a strong, if not complete, Mongolian 
strain to their racial composition. And nor wanting to appear overly 
crude or humorous, the movement of which I have long been a putt 
has a saying, "These Jews didn’t get their looks br attending 
synagogue."

But when examined more closely, this appearance 
dissolved itself into an unsavory vapor of pretexts 
advanced for mere reasons of expedience, not to say lies. 
For the so-called liberal Jew's did not refect the Zionists 
as non-Jew's, hut only as Jew* with an impractical, 
perhaps even dangerous, way of avowing their

Returning to Hitler in Mein Kampf - 

"...I became acquainted with their acuvity in the 
press, art, literature, and the theater. It sufficed to look at 
a billboard, to study the names of the inen behind the 
horrible trash they advertised. This was pestilence, 
spiritual pestilence, worse than the Black Death of olden 
times, and the people was being infected with it! It goes 
without saying that the lower the intellectual level of one 
of these art manufacturers, the more unlimited his fertility 
will be, and the scoundrel ends up like a garbage 
scparatoi. splashing his filth in the face of humanity." 

" The fact rhat nine-tenths of all literary filth, artistic 
trash, and theatrical idiocy can be set to the account of a 
people, constituting hardly one hundredth of all the 
country’s inhabitants, could simply not be talked away; it 
was the plain with."

"But a Jew could never be parted from his opinions." 

Here once more I feel I have to bteak into HitlcrS own 
commentary to point out to the reader who may have been too wcll- 
conditioncd by the "P.C." media, etc., that tins statement of Hitler's, 
again on the Jews, however outrageous ir may seem, has its Biblical 
parallel -

'And as he s<tui these things unto them, the senhes and the Pharisees 
began to urge him vehemently, ami to provoke him to speak oj matey 
things:"

We hare no record of any one-on-onc debate between I litter and 
the Jews fot, by the time he had launched on his career and mitten 
Mein Kampf. it was the farthest thing for him to deign ro stoop so low 
as to address or he addressed by one or more of them. However, the 
same cannot be said of Jesus and in the gospels arc recorded some truly 
astounding repartee which might ju-sr as well have taken place there, in

Bui 
wisdom tsjustified of btr children.” 

- Matthew, Chapter Eleven, Verses 16 through 19. 

'The Pharisees also stv/b the Sadduces tarn, and tempting desired 
him that he would show them a sign from heaven.” 

”Ht answered and said unto firm, when it is riming, ye say . it srili 
tv fair weather for tlx iky is red. ” 

“And in the mommy, it will befoul weather today: for the sky u red 
mi humng. 0 ye hypocnttt.ye can dtuxrn the face of the sky; hut mtt 
ye not dtatrn fix signs of the times?’

Here evolves something of dot onh the Jewish trund bur also the 
nund of all those whose intellect and sptnt has succumbed to dominant 
Jewish influence. Hcrt is the kernel of today’s "Law and Order" 
mentality... Blind adherence to statutes and ordinances which never 
cease multiplying, one to cover or cancel out the other, formulated by 
those who could scarcely be further removed from the people or then 
needs, and geared ro holding together a racial conglomeration that is 
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ui eminent need of dissolution in the fust place. Everv bit of it Jewish- 
mspired. 

In Jesus' day, blasphemy was a serious offence. Indeed, this was the 
pretext they used to murder him. Concentration upon the letter of the 
law rather than the original, intended and guiding spint was what 
marked those time as well as these.

If today’s fighters for the truth would hearken more to the words 
of Jesus, we'd find a lot less "legalistic" persecutions coming from the 
direction of the I.R.S. and the A.T.F. 

E a rl ier we quoted I litler as he said something remarkably similar to 
everything Jesus projected about salvation and redemption of the 
people. '1'hiH was, after all, the mission and purpose of both men. 

In vet another illustration of whar might be taken as an unbalance 
in die respective importance placed upon cerrain issues between Hidcr 
and Jesus. Hitler, at this poinr, devotes a single line to the subject of 
forgiveness - 

"The better acquainted I became with the Jew, the 
more furgiving I inevitably became toward the worker,”

"...suddenly there rose up in me the fearful question 
whether inscrutable Destiny, perhaps for reasons 
unknown to us poor mortals, did not with eternal and 
immutable resolve, desire the final victory of this little 
nation." 

"Was it possible that the earth had been promised as 
a reward to this people which lives only for this earth?" 

1 believ e we have succeeded in cracking this age-old mystery thusly: 
The Bible contains the answer. Y'cs, Satan will win all of the battle?, 
earned out against men. But. as should be obvious. Satan must be 
represented in the flesh somehow in order to affect this earthly contest 
His earthly manifestation is in the person of the Jews. The Jews and 
Satan being the same then, we may know the fate of the Jews when 
reading of the fate of Satan in Revelation and elsewhere. 

Here is some rare insight on the matter -

So it wa* also with Jesus of Nazareth -

Hitler wa* bom April 20th, 1889. at Brannau. Austria. Thirty years 
later, in 1919, he began hi* association with the German Workers Pam 
tn Munich. 

Of course, from Mein Kampf, wt know where and how Hitler 
received hi> training for his future career But, tn the case of Jesus, the 
corresponding period is known as "the lost years’’. Tradition has it, 
however, that Jesus spent hi* time growing up between studying with 
the religious sect responsible for leaving us the Dead Sea Scrolls, the 
Hssenes, with the priests of Egypt and among the Druids of southern 
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England collecting the secrets and wisdom of the lost but parent to all 
civilizations: Atlantis.

"...their unreliable attitude in national questions, 
always turned against German interests in critical matters 
affecting the Germans — in order not to alienate the 
members of the various foreign nationalities."

"In world history the man who really rises above the 
norm of the broad average usually announces himself 
personally." 

Again, contrasting this, Hitler summarizes, saving - 

"And that is why this type of democracy has become 
the instrument of that face which in its inner goals must 
shun the light of day, now and in all ages of the future. 
Only the Jew' can praise an institution which is as dirty 
and false as he himself." 

Of the dealings of )usr this sort of institution and those who make 
it up, Jesus said -

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" 1 here can be no such thing as state authority as an 
end in itself, for, if there were, every tyranny' in this world 
would be unassailable and sacred.”

"And if a people is defeated in its struggle for human 
rights, this merely means that it has been found too light 
in the scale of destiny for the happiness of survival on this 
earth. For when a people is not willing or able to fight for 
its existence - Providence in its eternal justice has 
decreed that people's end." 

"The world is not for cowardly peoples." 

There is a concept known as saying the same thing but from 
opposite ends of the spectrum. "Unwilling" and "unable”, despite their 
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majority - due to the machinations of Jewish subversion of their very 
institutions placed there, originally, for purposes of ‘'redress'*, To work 
or m plead for any kind of "jusnee” within a framework of this sort is 
to declare out’s self to be unworthy of the very salvuoon one may be 
seeking.

Elsewhere I've stated that there exists no teal enmity between the 
Norse gods, representing as they do the philosophy and religion of 
dtosc Aryans which evolved it and them, and that of the Hebrews 
along with thetr mythology.

MtUiittht alto bearing witness, and their thought> 0* meanwhile Mooing 
artist excusing one mother;'* 

Romans, Chapter Two, Verses 14 and 13. 

Isolated in and around Scandinavia, Aryans could gcr tuliy on with 
their own culture and being. Situated at a crossroads of continents and 
races, a small enclave of Aryans would be required to place much 
emphasis upon keeping out foreign influences - to include infusion of 
alien blood. Then too, once worse had come to worse, all social 
barriers having failed and there now being outright alien domination. 
Hist in order to remain appropriate to the circumstances and to be real, 
a certain strategv along with its tactics would have to he developed.

Forgetfulness of what actually matters.; Internal poisoning by strangers; 
Fratricidal conflict and division; Social and spiritual corruption; 
Conquest by foreigners; And, at lust, racial bastardization and effective 
erasure as a specie. 

lTiis is the task Hitler now took up. It were as though the ball had 
passed from Jesus' half of the coon and over to Hitler. It reullv was a 
matter of once more reviving the truth and giving it to the great masses 
of people. Jesus' Church had dropped the balL Now it was up to 
Hitler’s Party. But, remember at all times, the truth is ONE. Hitler took 
up this struggle in the only realistic - and thereby having any hope of 
success - manner which existed. Whatever superficial differences may 
seem to emerge due to the presence of the physical means ol fighting 
— and winning - against this evil in Germany, as opposed to the almost 
complete tack of same in Judea, the intrinsic similarities should be 
more than apparenr. 

Krom Mein Kampf, eluprer three - 

"But the power which has always started the greatest 
religious and political avalanche* in history rolling has 
from time immemorial been the magic power of spoken 
word, and that atone." 

In short, die presence of an extraordinary, magnetic, electrifying 
personality... a LEADER. 
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"Only i* storm of hoi passion can turn the destinies of 
peoples, and he alone can arouse passion who bears it 
within himself." 

Once more. Hitler's thought is mirrored - presaged - by Saint John 

*7 know thy Works. tbiit thou an neither asid uot hot: J would thou 
wert add or hot." 

'So tbtn btiUiHst thou art lukewarm. and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue the* out tfnt) mouth ." 

- Revelation, Chapter ITircc, Verses 15 and 16 

Hitler continues - 

"It alone gives its chosen one the words which like 
hammer blows can open the gates to the bean of a 
people." 

And the very same echo from the Bible - 

"For / noUgbeyau a mouth ami wisdom, which all your adrmariej 
sha/i not he able to gain sen nor resist." 

- I.uke, Chapter 1 wenty-One, Verse 15. 

Returning to \lctn Kampf — 

"But the man whom passion fails and whose lips are 
scaled - he has not been chosen by Heaven to proclaim 
its will." 

John echoes once more - 

’7 raw of mine own jftf do nothing: m I ht<tr, l/utfo: and my judgnent 
is just: because / seek. not mint own will but the will of the father which 
hath sent me." 

- John, Chaprei Live, Verse 10. 
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It struck me long ago that, m an age well before artificial 
amplification, Jesus, ui addressing what were termed as "multitudes”, 
could hardly have been speaking at a whisper. On a number of 
occasions he t> described as taking a boat off sbotc m order to address 
the masses of people assembled on the banks. It would be almost 
impossible to imagine him making himself heard over such an area - 
with no 2 cousncs , without sounding much the -ante way as we are 
commonly familiar with 1 litlcr sounding- Passionate. 

"Bui so much the more wens then a fame abroad of him: and gnat 
multitudes ftt/nt together to bear, and to be healed b) him of their 
iufirmt/es." 

"And gnat multitudes nvngathered together unto bint, so ihiti he 
u rnt wto a ship, and sat; and the »<b)le multitude stood on the shore." 

".-lad hg spike man) things unto (Item in parables" 

— Matthew', Chapter Thirteen. Verses 2 and 3. 

Hitler again - 

"If you believe that you have been chosen by fate to 
reveal the truth in this mutter, do so; but then have the 
courage to do so, not indirectly through a political party 
— for this is a swindle; but for today’s evil substitute your 
future good." 

"But if you lack courage, of if your good is not quite 
clear even to yourself, then keep your fingers out of the 
matter; in any case, do not attempt by round-about 
sneaking through a political movement to do what you 
dare not do with an open visor." 

"For the political leader the religious doctrines and 
institutions of his people must always remain inviolable; 
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or eke he lias no right to he in politics, but should become 
a reformer, if he has what it takes!" 

The Bible again - 

"Far which of you mtondbni to build a lower, dttoth not down first, 
and vumteth tin ml, whether he bat* snftaent to finish a?" 

"Lest httpiy, afitr bt httib laid the foundation, and it ml abie tofinuh 
it, alt that btkoid it btgin to moth hint. " 

"Sirring. This nun begin to build, and was no! abie to flunk, " 

"Or what king, going to make nv/r against another king, sitteth not 
thorn first, and consulted) whether bt bt unit with ton thousand to meet 
him that eomtth againt bint with A I'tntfi thousand?" 

"Or tint, white tht other is fit a great wot off, he settdelb an 
ambassage, and deiirrfh conditions of peace ." 

*'J’o dk.cui.if. whasotner bt hr ofjvu that forsakttb not ail that he 
hath, ht cannot he nr/ disciple." 

- Luke, Chapret Fourteen. Verses 28 through 33. 

Hitler had what it rook to be a political leader and use ousting 
msnrutions to re-take the state away from aliens and turn it once again 
to the benefit of the people. At no tunc during any of thu did Hitler 
involve or affect the Church. I he cncrav to this dav continues to 
defame the memory of Pope Pius for not having excommunicated 
Hitler from the Catholic Church. 

Jesus - under ilifferent conditions - had whar it took to be a 
religious reformer, seeing that the existing institutions were beyond 
salvaging. Villat results both men achieved amount to no less than 
miracles. 

Jesus had the rougher road But, tn Vienna, Hitler surely 
experienced an approximation of how things must have been in the 
Judea and Jerusalem of chc First Century - 

"I was repelled by the conglomeration of races which 
the capital showed me, repelled by this whole mixture of 
Czechs, Poles, Hungarians, Ruthenains, Serbs, and 
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Croats, and everywhere, the eternal nui*throuru of 
humanity-Jews and more Jews.” 

”Tn me the giant city seemed the embodiment of 
racial desecration.” 

(What would cither man have thought of modem day New York. 

Chicago or Los Angeles?) 

"Even today many would be unable to comprehend 
the greatness of such a longing, but I address myself to 
those whom fate has either hitherto denied this, or from 
whom in harsh cruelty it has taken it away; I address 
myself to all those who. detached from their mother 
country, have to fight even for the holy treasure of their 
language, who are persecuted and tortured for their 
loyalty to the fatherland, and who now, with poignant 
emotion, long for the hour which will permit them to 
return to the heart of their faithful mother; I address 
mvsclf to all these, .md I know tlnu thev will understand 
me!" 


The all-important matter of the sender and his proper audience is 
taken up further by Jesus himself - 

" I eni), verify, I so) unto iw, Hr that i •nterrfh not by th door unto 
th tbetpjold, but dxmhth up some at hr way, the same is a thief and a 
robber." 

"But h thus entereth in by th door is th thphrrd of tbt sheep," 

"To i-in the porter openrtb: and :h ibeep hear ids rru\ <•: and h adltth 
bis own sheep by name, and leadtth thin out." 

*'And nhen ht puftethforth his own ship, h ypeth before thin, and 
th sheepfdiotu hint: for they know >>/i twee/' 

"Then thd Jesus unto thm d$tin, verify , verify, f say unto you, / am 
th liner if tbt sheep. ” 

VI// that ever ume before me art thieves and nbberr hut the tbtep 
did not hear them." 
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"I ant the good shpherd, and knew rrr> shtef>, and >tm known of 
rmnt." 

John, Chapter Ten, Verses 1, 2,3, 4, 7 ,8 and 14 

Almost as an aside to this, the reference Hitler made to the German 
language itself in danger of being lost amongst the welter of other 
peoples has its own parallel from out of the Bible - 

In those days ai'so saw ! Jews (bat had mimed wives ejAsbdod, nf 
Ammon, ami of Weak" 

"And tfvir children spake half in the fpeteh of Ashdod. and amid not 
(peak in the Jews' langfMgt, hut acvnling to the lanpuog of tatb people ." 

- Nchcmiah, Chapter Thirteen, Verses 23 and 24. 

Rather reminds one of the situation present ui the 1 nited States of 
the current day. As a people's culture goes, so too docs that people 
itself eventually go. 

Tltts is the same quest the same object as Jesus had when he 
charged his followers to proclaim his message and to carry on tn his 
absence for the sake of the future gencrattons who, by the way, still 
were at that time making their way into the heart of Europe, toward 
what, tn Hitler's day, would be known as Germany. 

And not only Gennany but to all of the lands that were to become 
occupied by nations of Israel's Twelve Tribes - the "nations", the 
"Gentiles", the "Greeks", the "Scythians", etc. In short, die "lost sheep 
of the bouse of Israel." 

Two thousand more years of "doing it rheir own way", that is, of 
chastisement for having once varied from God's laws, and the 
temporary safety of the retreat into Europe and the message of Jesus 
(ihrist, and the very same evils were back upon them again with full 
vengeance. They had achieved greatness, to be sure, just as had been 
foretold for them m prophecy, but they were suffering the results of 
this bUndncaa and rebellion. 

Of course, exactlv on schedule, Satan was again released - 
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"0 land. wb) bait thou mailt us to err from ftp wap. and h,mtened 
oar heart from thy fturf Return for thy servant^ sake, the (tides of thiste 
inheritance.* 

"The people of lb) holiness kite* possessed tt but a link while: our 
adversaries hart trodden down tfo sanctuary. 

TV art tbmc thou never barest rule otter then: they torn not called 
by thy name" 

- Isaiah, Chapter Sixty-Three, Versos 1?, 18 aiul 19 

"]'or I know thetr works and their thoughts: it shod tone, that I wed 
gather all nation » and tongues; and thtv skull eome, and see my glory. 

"-•ind I nil! set a sign among them. and l nil! tend tl/oje that escape 
if them unto the nations, to Tanhrsh, Pul, and Lua. ti<at draw the bows, 
to Tnbitl and Javan, to the isles ajar of, that hate not heard my Jam, 
neither have seen my glory: and thy shall declare ay glory among the 
Gentiles ." 

- Isaiah. Chapter Sixty-Six, Verses 18 and 19. 

"And when the thousand years are expired, Satan shall be looted out 
of Us prison " 

"And shall gfl out to detzitv the fusions which an in the four quarters 
of the earth . Gog and Magog, so gather them together to battle: the number 
of whom ts as the sand of the sea ." 

- Rev elation, < Chapter Twenty, Verses 7 and 8. 

Onh' in rhe most recent ccnnincs has it been lawtu) tor known, 
racial jows to be found within the nations ot \Xcstcm Europe. This 
"ban" could be said to have stood in force for roughly the "thousand 
years" as alluded to in Revelation. 

This period of unequalled brilliance and greatness would include 
the Renaissance and the Age of Discovery, ihc establishing of the rule 
of the White, Christian empires of Europe over the whole earth 

The "pnson" roughly involved what was the Tale of Settlement 
occupying what was Russia's western-most frontier and including what 
had been the ancestral homeland of the Khaaars. ot die Ashkenazic 
few's: Gog and Magog. 
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And the imp b canon given in Revelation is not only one of internal 
■'deceit" by the Jews who have invaded the workings of the White 
turnons, but of their physically bringing against them the measureless 
weight of the colored Third World. 

This is what I iiilcr realized and fought. 

He succeeded in bringing about a state on earth which. Gist, 
expelled the Jews, and then set about arranging itself on a stried;, 
Biblical basis - a RACIAL STA TE. A National Socialist state. Nothing 
like it had ever been seen on earth since the founding of ancient Israel 
under the direct auspices of God himself. 

A theocracy, m other words. 

And Hitler himself was the thcocrat. 
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Part VI 

1 hdcr came to Munich in the spring of 1912, as he begins chapter 
four of Mein Kampf, glad to be ai last in a German ciry - 

"I grew sick to my stomach when I even thought back 
on this Babylon of races.” 

- rs he referred to his period in Vienna. 

The original, historic Babylon had already, by ilu tune of John, 
assumed a mythic quality and symbolism for everything filthy ar.d 
degenerate, due directly to its conglomeration of divergent races - 

"And upon her forehead was a name written, Mystery, 
Babvlon the Great, The Mother Of Harlots And Abominators 
Of The Earth.'' 

- Revelation, Chapter Seventeen, Verse 5. 

War was in the offing and Germany, tn Hitler's view, had made a 
fundamental error in forming an allur.ee with the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. I le wrote - 

"...in the first place: Austria had long reused to he a 
German state; and in the second place: the internal 
conditions of this Empire were from hour to hour moving 
closer to disintegration." 
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"But the people on top made a cult of the ‘ally*, as if it 
were the Golden Calf." 

One more direct and deliberate Biblical reference done on the part 
of Hitler to accomplish two things: Ooe. to make an immediate point 
and, two. to try to tell his reader that something much bigger was going 
on here than mere contemporary statecraft. The original Golden Calf 
of the Bible is well worth referring to at this point for its illustrative 
purposes — 


"And all the people brake off the gs/den earrings itdneb urn to their 
tan, jnd bought them unto Aaron, ’’ 

" Ami be nseired them at their land, and fashioned it mth a proton# 
too/, after he i/ad made tt a molten /aif: and they said, these be thy gods, 
O hrnei, wind brought rhte up out of the ianJ of Egypt. ” 

— Exodus, Chapter Thirty-Two, Verses 3 and 4. 

This nonsense was being earned oil even as Moses was lip on 
Mount Sinai conversing face-to-face with God and receiving the Ten 
Commandments. Humanity's lowering anti weakening perceptions 
lead them to the creation of these phony "gods" which they at least arc 
able to "’understand". But, |ust like faulty belief, they’ll let you down 
every time. And in like manner did the tottenng Austrian Empire let 
Germany down in die clinches 

Every one of these overtly Biblical references which Hitler uses 
throughout Mein Kampf, and mote, indicate positively that he was 
hilly aware of the exact nature of what he was up against and, in line 
with that, of his own mission Ihc world should have seen this too at 
the time - and, indeed, a great many did. However, the Jewish press in 
the West made it all appear entirely different and, in tact, succeeded in 
painting the imttge of the man and his times which persists in the minds 
of most to this da\ More decent. 

The horrible and misbegotten tangle of secret alliances which made 
possible the disaster of World War One was examined by Hitler in this 
way - 
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"With England alone was it possible, our rear 
protected, to begin the new Germanic March. Our right 
to do this would have been no less than the right of 
forefathers. None of our pacifists refuses to eat the bread 
of the East, although the first plowshare in its day bore 
the name of ‘sword*!" 

Cold bkxxled and calculating aggression, as the detractors of Ilidcr 
would insist The precedent was already set within die pages of the 
Bible - 


then shall the land be dividedftr an inheritance acsordin^ to 
tbs number of names," 

"To many thou shah got the more inheritance, ami to few thon sbait 
gm the leu mhentanse: to etvnvne shall /<•' inheritance be given according 
to those liktl arm numbered of him. ” 

— Numbers, fJiaptcr Twenty Six, V ctscs 53 and 54. 

No one was griping or moralizing when, thirty thousand years ago, 
our Cro-Magnon ancestors drove out or killed off the Neanderthals 
they found already inhabiting Europe. No one was complaining when 
rhe American pioneers were touting or annihilating the Red Indian* 
they found waiting here in North Aincnca. By the same token, no cine 
gave a single damn when the last of curth's Whites wete literally 
cornered back to back in Europe and threatened with extinction by a 
succession of Turks, Moors and Mongob. 

No. Only the appearance most recently of the "New Wodd Order'' 
has brought with it die deadly mck of the White self-hate guilt trip and 
its devastating consequences for all Whites everywhere- Scif-dcfcnsc 
and self preservation, much less self-advancement, arc now labelled as 
criminal acdvjtv. What people would thus fatally cripple itseltr' This 
sort of insanity could only have come from an insidious, burrowing 
parasite but one which had already seized control of opinion making 
media. 

Hiticr goes on about the causes leading up to the War - 
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'“Consequently, no sacrifice should have been too 
great for winning England's willingness. We should have 
renounced colonics and sea power, and spared English 
industry our competition." 

I he great tragedy of the Twentieth Century was the conflict and 
bloodletting between Germany and England twice which 
effectiv elf brought down the curtain on Western, Chmnan C jvihzatiofl 
and led the way directh to the Satanic, One-Wotld Beast System 
hit more realistic and down-to-earth reasons for this are offered 
later, and by Hitler himself, but, in reading Genesis, one Icams that it 
was Judah who had sold Joseph into Egyptian slavery. Of die same 
father but with different mothers, and whether mythological or not. 
this enmity was to continue in the lives of die two great nations that 
both houses would found in the future, whether in the form of Judah 
and Ephraim or Germany and England 

For Joseph divided his birthright between his two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh, which were to become, respectively, England and the 
I rured States But, ahead of even that, when, after the death of 
Solomon about the year tOOO B C., the L'nitcd Kingdom of Israel split 
in two and engaged in civil war, die one side was led bv Ephraim with 
die odicr side being led by Judah. 

From Genesis - 

" Inti Judah tad unto his bntbrrn. what profit it it if ire >/a\ our 
brother. and eoticeoi Ari Moodi” 

"( omt, and let ttt sell him to iht Irbntaelilft, and let not oar hand be 
upon him: for he ts our brother and otrrfksb. Irsd hts brethren were 
cordenL* 

- Genesis, Chapter Thtrtv-Seven. Verses 2(i and 27. 

"And Israel strrtxhtd out hit tight band, and laid it upon Ephnnrn's 
head, who was the younger, and bis /eft hantl upon Man.tsseb's head, 
gliding bis hands ndttingfy;fir Manasseh was the firstborn." 

".-'ind Joseph toed unto hn father, Sot to, my father fir this tv the 
firstborn; put tit) p^ht leant i upon Iris head " 
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"And hit father refused, and said, l know it, my ton, I knots it; he 
also shall become a people, and f.v also shall be gnat: hut truly hit youngr 
Invther shall he greater than he, and bu sttd shall betwne a multitude of 
ntttmnr " 

- Genesis, Chapter Forty-Might. Versts 14, 18 and 19. 


And Biblical reference as to rite civil war - 

"So Israel rrheileii agpiust the house if David unto this day ." 

— Fust Kings, Chapter Twelve, Verse 19. 

Of course, by that nmc, Israel was the ten northern tnbes which 
were led by hphraim, later to become known, collectively, as Samaria. 
I'hc house of David, centered at Jerusalem, was represented by the two 
southerly tubes, Judah and Benjamin. 

Now il was. by Hitler's time, toward the very end of tunes with this 
brotherly Iratnode, this on-going civil war between the two major 
Tribes of Israel, representing as they did Western Civihzaoon itself in 
Europe and North America, having reached its climax on a global 
scale. Of course, the only "winner" possible would be the enemy 
common to both brothers, or as the Germans call him, the \Y cltfetnd, 
the World Enemy, the Jew, Satan out of his prison and deceiving the 
nations and with the Third World uatcrmcnscheu of earth in tow. 

Also ia his chapter four docs Hitlet wnte - 

"International Jewish world finance needed these 
lures to enable it to carry out its long-desired plan for 
destroying the Germany which thus far did not submit to 
its widespread super state control of finance and 
economics. Only in this way could they forge a coalition 
made strong and courageous by the sheet numbers of the 
gigantic armies now on the march and prepared to attack 
the invulnerable Siegfried at last." 

Twice m the first half of die Twentieth Century Germany held off 
the weight of the rest of the world in heroic attempt to thwart die plans 
of these proponents of the Beast System Even Ixnin had made it plain 
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diat the path of the Red Revolution of the world led only through 
Germany. And whether this was represented by the Communists of 
the Hast or the Democracies of the West, it made litde effective 
difference to the outcome as we now urc plainly able to see with the 
dissolution of the Soviet Union aod die proclamation of their bright 
"New World Order’’ 

Also srl iking is Hitler's use of reference out of Norse mythology — 
substituting the name Siegfried for that of Germany — and is indicative 
of h>$ awareness of the perfect validity and common core of BOTH 
folk legends just as was his own hero, Wagner, when he portrayed them 
together in his operas, most notably ht* "Ring of the Nibehings". 

And so the climate of the world which was then about to erupt into 
the Fust W orld W ar was summed up by Hirlcr thusly — 

"Never yet has a state been founded by’ peaceful 
economic means, but always and exclusively by the 
instincts of preservation of the species regardless whether 
these are found in the province of heroic virtue or of 
cunning craftiness; the one results itt Aryan states based 
on work and culture, the other in Jewish colonies of 
parasites. As soon as economics as such begins to choke 
out these instincts in a people or in a state, it becomes the 
seductive cause of subjugation and oppression. ’ 

1'hcsc colonics of parasites which I hdcr wrote of were about to 
cause the Aryan states to go to war against themselves, all to enthrone 
the god of naked, runaway economics — Capitalism — namely. 
Mammon. 

To the subject of the manner to which Hitler viewed and 
anticipated struggle, he wrote this 

"Thu# I bad often indulged in angry thoughts 
concerning my earthly pilgrimage, which, as it seemed to 
me, had begun too late, and regarded the period ‘of law' 
and order’ ahead of me as a mean and undeserved trick ol 
fate. Even as a boy, I was no *pacifist\ and all attempts to 
educate me in this direction came to nothing." 
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Here, once again, are melded into a single thought both the \ iking 
apint and the Christian faith Ihc wamor spirit together with faith in a 
resurrection, for ui it appear the second time Hitler use^ the phrase 
"catchlv pilgrimage" when referring to man's life on this planet. 

In consulting the Bible we find - 

"Andifye cation tin Valuer, who without rtsptd ofpermsjndffth 
according to every man's work. pats the time ojyour sojourning ben in 
jean" 

— Ftrst Peter, Chapter One, Verse 17. 

,r Dearty beloved, 1 beseech yon as strxtngers andptigpm. alutattt from 
fleshly lusts, winch suaragfsinst the sou/;* 

— First Peter, Chapter Two, Verse 11 

And vet again Hitler takes reference from straight out of the Bible: 

"The struggle of the year 1914 was not forced on the 
masses — no, by the living God — it was desired by the 
whole people." 

This was the second invocation of a phrase " The Living God" - 
by Hitler that is literally to be found all throughout both the Old and 
New' Testaments of die Bible, the exact number of times I have been 
unable to definitively count. However, a few very apt examples are as 
follow - 


"Bu: oj truly as I live. all the earth shall he filled anih the glory of tin 
Lotrl" 

— Numbers, Chapter Fourteen, Verse 21. 

"Take heed, brethren, lest then he in any of you an evil heat! oj 
unbelief, in departing from fist tiring God " 

- Hebrews, Chapter Three, Verse 12. 
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"It it a Jtatjul lfo*£ tojaii uito tbt Kind) ofthe taint, Gad " 

- 1 lebrcws, Chapter Ten, Verse 31. 

The implications here arc truly tremendous but. tor our purposes, 
the one implication w that source of truth one. must continually draw 
from - the same yesterday, today and forever - and not some man¬ 
made standard which continually changes according to the times and 
manners. 

lhc outset of the War proceeded in this fashion, as Hiller 
continues: 


"Marxism, whose goal * 8 remains the destruction 
of all non-Jewish national states, was forced to look in 
horror as, in the July days of 1914, the German working 
class it had ensnared, awakened and from bout to hour 
began to enter the service of the fatherland with ever- 
increasing rapidity." 

But — 


"If the best men were dying at the front, the least we 
could do was to wipe out the vermin.” 

Hitler was referring to the clique of Marxists, Social Democrats, 
pacifists, etc., who remained safely at home, bchmd the lines to 
continue their dirty work. That this step was not taken by the Kaiser > 
government at that time led ultimately to the "Dolcbstoss - the Stab 
in the Back" — which unseated him and delivered Germany into the 
hands of the International Jews in November of 1918. 

Hearken back to this admonishment to Israel from God himself in 
the very beginning - 

"Hut it yr mi! not drift out the inbaivtMts oj the und front bejotz 
\<oh; then it shdli {/nut to piss, ih/it those adntbyt lit nmasn ojibtfU sbuli 
bf packs in your net, and thorns in your sides, and shad vtXJOM in the 
/and wherein ye dwell" 

- Numbers, Chapter Thirty-Three, Verse 55. 
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I would inject here on mv own the sight ot more of ihe^t same 
racial Jews undermining the sacrifices of the best of our own U S. 
troops during the Vietnam War. Inconceivable that the United States 
could ever be defeated militarily b\ such an opponent, it was rather the 
work of the Jews - the vemun - at home which so sapped and 
undermined the national will that defeat did come. 

But, at that time. I brier was aware ot' an even larger issue at stake - 

’’...can spiritual ideas be exterminated by the sword? 
Can ‘philosophies' be combatted by the use of brute 
force?” 

Apparently not, if the lesson learned at Calvary » of any insight. 
I wo subsequent World Wars in the Tw entieth Century fought to 
smash an idea and submerge the truth have yielded only the stage we 
now we set to have played out upon it the developments as foretold 
in Revelation. 

"Any attempt to combat a philosophy with methods of 
violence will fail in the end, unless the fight takes the form 
of attack for a new spiritual attitude. Only in the struggle 
between two philosophies can the weapon of brutal force, 
persistently and ruthlessly applied, lead to a decision for 
the side it supports." 

1 would add to this that the brute force exerted in attempt to 
suppress truth on this planet in both World Wars - and w hich to ail

On the conduct of war. Hitler had this to say in his chapter six - 

"A» for humanitatianism. Mol the said years ago that 
in a war it lies in the brevity of the operation, and that 
means (hat the most aggressive fighting technique is the 
most humane." 

Acting upon this belief in the Second World W ar, it was Hitler’s 
tactic of the Blitzkrieg — or Ijghtnmg W ar — that mi overwhelmed his 
numerically and material];. superior enemies and in six weeks of 
fighting tn Western Europe in 1940 established a basis for a new and 
lasting - and just - peace in Europe. Howev er, in both wars, the \V odd 
Enemy far preferred to have the deaths of countless millions and the 
destruction of everything rather than relinquish lus control over the 
fate of the earth. 

The "defeat” on Calvary is described, in part, in this way —

Hitler always maintained that the loss of the First World War had 
been as a tesult of the failure of the propaganda at home Hi* 
conclusion on this outlines the Achilles Heel of the Aryan race — 

"The people in their overwhelming majority are so 
feminine by nature and attitude that sober reasoning 
determines their thoughts and actions far less than the 
emotion and feeling," 

And, at bottom, this is die primary reason the nations of die West 
arc in the sorry shape they arc in today: Diabolic manipulanon of their 
emotions done on the part of the Irwwh media, l or none <>f what goes 
on makes the least "sense". It all proceeds and is maintained on the

It 
only flies in the face of it and, thereby, birth cr enrages an already 
exasperated God who is nearing the end of his patience.

Hitler conveys the utter incomprehensibility of the sudden pulling 
of the plug oil the German war effort in 191M by, first, poinnng our 
that Germany w r as winning the war iu 1917 and 1918 by defeating 
Russia and being able to concentrate all its forces <>n the W estern Front 
and, second, by analyzing the strike? ana, finally, the Marxist revolution 
staged behind the lines on the home front by internal traitors.

"The offices ivcit filled with Jews. Nearly every clerk 
was a Jew' and nearly every Jew was a clerk. I was amazed 
at this plethora of warriors of the chosen people and could 
not help but compare them with their rare representatives 
at the front." 

"As regards economic life, things w'ete even worse. 
Here the Jewish people had become really 
‘indispensable*. The spidet was slowly beginning to suck 
the blood out of the people’s pores. Through the war 
corporations, they had found an instrument with w'hich, 
little by little, to finish off the national free economy." 

"The necessity of an unlimited centralization w'as 
emphasized."

This Utter maneuver is known to history ns the Balfour 
Declaration. 

It w as done on November 9th, 1918, as Hitler personally witnessed: 

"Thus I came to the hospital at Pascwalk in 
Pomerania, and there I was fated to experience the 
greatest villainy of the century. 11 

"Kaiser William II was the first German Emperor to 
hold out a conciliatory hand to the leaders of Marxism, 
without suspecting that scoundrels have no honor. While 
they still held the imperial hand in theirs, the other hand 
was reaching for the dagger."

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Kaiser Wilhelm II, as a nohle within the House of Judah, would 
have been a direct descendant of /edekiah- After learning of the 
murder by the Jewish Bolsheviks tn the summer of 191H of Czar 
Nicholas 11 of Russia and Iris whole family, the Kaiser took no chances 
for himself and fled to Holland upon the Jewish revolution in 
Germany later that year. 

I liticr continues m Mem Kampf- 

"There is no making pacts with Jews; there can be only 
the hard: either-or." 

"I, for my part, decided to go into politics." 

Chapter eight of Mein Kampf begins in 1919 with Hitler, still 
attached to the Army, back in Munich. Kurt Eisner, the Jew who had 
led the (lommunut revolution in Bavaria in 1918, was shot and killed 
by Bavarian patriots early in 1919. Hitler picks up the story - 

"Eisner’s death only hastened the development and 
finally led to a dictatorship of the Soviets, or, better 
expressed, to a passing rule of the Jews, as had been the 
original aim of the instigators of the whole revolution." 

Narrowly escaping imprisonment and execution himself by these 
Communists, Hider was assigned by the Army - following the Army's 
ouster of these same Jew’s, accompanied by the deaths of many of them 
to investigate various political groups active in the Munich area. It 
was at one of these gatherings that Hitler first encountered Gottfried 
Knier. the man who would open his eyes onto the socialist aspect of 
the Natirtn.il Socialist struggle. 

"In my eyes Feder’s merit consisted in having 
established with ruthless brutality the speculative and 
economic character of stock exchange and loan capital, 
and in having exposed its eternal and age-old 
presupposition which is interest. His arguments were so 
sound in all fundamental questions that their critics from 
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the start questioned the theoretical correctness of the idea 
less than they doubted the practical possibility' of its 
execution. But what in the eyes of odiers was a weakness 
of Fedor’s arguments, in my eyes constituted their 
strength.” 

High interest and unearned income stemming from speculation fall 
under the Biblical term of usury. I he Bible offers words on this 
subject:

The subject of Hitler and race. The World Enemy took the image 
of Hitler, vilified ii beyond any olhet, and then forever attached it to 
the whole idea of so-called "racism’’.

The matter of human reproduction What could be more crucial to 
human affairs and endeavors or to human destiny? The Bible alludes 
to this in terms which the average reader ought to be able to catch but, 
sadl\, couches n neb of its references in round-about, poetic fashion- 
perhaps as a direct consequence of anri-Wliitc involvement at die times 
of the various translations. However, the media established notion of 
Hitler-equals-Racism-equals- Evil lias permitted the thoughts of this 
great mmd to pour forth to us toda\ in a strength and a clsuiry we do 
not find elsewhere. Ihe World Enemy, m his smug confidence, allows 
tt to pas* thsr way in the expectation it will "discredit itself' 

In chapter ten of Mem Kampf. Hiller begins with a discussion of 
communicable social-sexual diseases, focusing on syphilis, as he leads 
into the more basic subject of genetic hygiene. For our purposes, we 
might |ust as well read into the following lines, "AIDS" to get a more 
immediate appreciation of the very real plague that Hitler is talking 
about - 

"Here again it was only' the fight against causes that 
mattered and not the elimination of the symptoms. The 
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cause lies, primarily, in our prostitution of love. Even if 
its result were not this frightful plague, it would 
nevertheless be profoundly injurious to man, since die 
moral devastations which accompany this degeneracy 
suffice to destroy a people slowly but surely. This 
Jewification of our spiritual life and mammonization of 
our mating instinct will sooner or later destroy our entire 
offspring, for the powerful children of a natural emotion 
will be replaced by the miserable creatures of financial 
expediency which is becoming mote and more the basis 
and Hole prerequisite of out marriages. Love finds its 
outlet elsewhere/'

"Here, of course, we encounter the objection of the 
modem pacifist, as truly Jewish in its effrontery as it is 
stupid!' Man's role is to overcome Nature!'" 

"Without human beings there is no human idea in this 
world, therefore the idea as such is always conditioned by 
the presence of human beings and hence of all the laws 
which created the precondition for their existence." 

"Everything wc admire on this earth today ~ science 
and art, technology and inventions — is only the creative 
product of a few peoples and originally perhaps of one 
race. On them depends the existence of this whole 
culture. If they perish, the beauty of this earth will sink 
into the grave with them." 

Once more, docs Hides over-do it? Only if God, os recorded in 
Genesis, over-docs it -

"Those who want to live, let them fight, and those who 
do not want to fight in this world of eternal struggle do

"Even if this were hard - that is how it is! Assuredly, 
however by fat the harder fate is that which strikes the 
man who thinks he can overcome Nature, but in the last 
analysis only mocks her. Distress, misfortune, and 
diseases ate her answer." 

"All the human culture, all the results of art, science, 
and technology that vve sec before us today, arc almost 
exclusively the creative ptoduct of the Aryan." 

Hcforc proceeding any further, it would be well, for those who may 
have had their impression of this term, Aryan, tainted for them by the 
King and slandering Jews, to get it straight exactly what it means: A 
White migration - or '’Exodus" - out of Egypt ahead of that one of 
Moses had gone io the Indus Valley and founded the brilliant culture 
of ancient India. In the Sanskrit language which they also evolved, they

Slavery is an issue treated within the pages of the Bible as a given, 
as a constant and with no intrinsic evil attaching to tt as an institution.

dormant within them. Often in a few millenniums or even 
centuries they create cultures which originally bear all the 
inner characteristics of their nature, adapted to the above- 
indicated special qualities of the soil and subjected 
beings. In the end, however, the conquerors transgress 
against the principle of blood purity, to which they had 
first adhered; they begin to mix with the subjugated 
inhabitants and thus end their own existence; for the fall 
of man in paradise has always been followed by his 
expulsion ." 

Paul approximated Hiller's word* when he said -

By wa\ of conduding this most fundamental of dissertations. Hitler 
offers some truly incredible insights.

seldom has any honor in his own country. M 

And the original take of this often quoted line -

Matthew, Chapter Thirteen. Verse 57. 

Hitler concludes with this mighty thought, a lamentation that tray 
have been breathed bv each and every true savior of mankind to ever

Hare Hitler invokes "son of man". He who was. known as the Son 
of man expands on 1 litlcr's own thought — 
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"Jesus sdith unto them, dh/jt nerrr read in the ssnptures. The stone 
whiib the bfdldrrt nfetted the s<me is become the head nf the comer: this 
is the L/inTs doing, and it is munriout in our ejesf" 

'Therefore un I unto you. the kingdom of God shall be taken front 
you. and gum unto a nation bnnflttg forth thefruit r thereof " 

"And irhoioeirr droll jail on this stone shall be broken: but on 
vhot/meter it drollfad. it jm ill grind him to powder." 

Matthew, Chapter Twenty-Two, V erses 42,43 and 44. 

Hitler and Jesus each taking the Other's counter-point to tell this 
dying world that what they each icprcsctucd ts the one truth. "The 
stone the builders set at naught" Whether in the form of a personality 
or that of abstract principle, they are die same. And the world will dash 
itself to bits in the continued denial of this.

\s anvooe will know, the Bible focuses upon moral and spiritual 
matters, especially in the New Testament I"hc reasons for this are 
good ones except that the average person tends to get the impression 
that it is some spiritual condition which is the he all, end-all to it Of 
course, tt certainly is not. 

A nominally '’Christian" land of Third Woridets is |ust as damned 
in this life as they would be in the next, just as bereft of hope in life as 
the) arc of any desnm. At liottom, it is a question of blood. Bui the 
condition the spirit is in will usually determine whether the blood will 
tvmain pure. 

Hitler in no way overlooks the spiritual aspect of the greater 
srruggte. Backing up for a moment into chapter ten of Mein Kampf, 
he takes up the matter - 

"Art Bolshevism is the only possible cultural form and 
spiritual expression of Bolshevism as a whole.” 

"Sixty yearn ago an exhibition of so-called Dadaistic 
'experiences' would have seemed simply’ impossible and 
its organizers would have ended up in the madhouse, 
while today they even preside ovet art associations. This 
plague could not appear at that time, because neither 
would public opinion have tolerated it nor the state 
calmly looked on. For it is the business of the state, in 
other words, of its leaders, to prevent a people ftom being 
driven into the arms of spiritual madness."

Note two tilings here The term "spinruaT is not bemg applied to 
anything other-worldly hur as something very real and "alive" within 
the individual and even the nation as a whole.

The Bible keeps using the torn "repent" and keeps urging the 
people to "turn with their whole heart back to (he Lord". If a people 
has previously been rohhed ot all its orientation as to right and wrong, 
it is well-nigh impossible to return to the tight track even should atl 
individual of nation de-sire it So die World Enemy intend* for it to be: 
.V one-way ride. I litler explains in die most minute detail to the reader 
exactly what to be on guard against and just how to wive hinistit from 
it. Something the Bible omits - unless it was cur out in the translation. 
We can begin to better understand the real reasons for which Hidcr 
was and remains so "hated by the world". 

Hitler continues - 

"It was a sad sign of inner decay that the youth could 
no longer he sent into most of these so-called 'abodes of 
art' a fact which was admitted with shameless frankness 
by a general display' of the penny arcade warning: 'Young 
people arc not admitted!'" 

"By this it nhuuld have been recognised that these 
were no new, even if false, cultural conceptions, but a 
process of destroying all culture, paving the way for a 
stultification of healthy artistic feeling: the spiritual 
preparation of political Bolshevism. For if the age of 
Pericles seems embodied in the Parthenon, the 
Bolshevistic present is embodied in a cubist 
monstrosity." 
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This is but how it works in modem, nuts-and'bolts language. Tim 
is what occurred and how it occurred to the people of the Bible. If you 
prefer mysticism, go with rhat. But if you desire realism and something 
that can genuinely instruct you, go with Mein kampf. 

Cosmopolitanism. A word not found cither in the Bible or Mein 
Kampf but yet, a most apt tenn that can be applied to the general 
condition of the respective peoples involved. Also, constantly bear in 
mind that I always include automatically the present tunc, place and 
people.

"In the nineteenth century our cities began more and 
more to lose the character of cultural sites and to descend 
to the level of mere human settlements." 

"Masses of apartments and tenements, and nothing 
more. How, in view of such emptiness, any special bond 
could be expected to arise with Buch a town must remain 
a mystery" 

Wliat else could the following be other than a very rare Biblical 
reference to the same condition?

"This, too, is a sign of our declining culture and our 
general collapse.

The present rime is only 
harvesting what the immediate past has sown."

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"All these symptoms of decay ate in the last analysis 
only the consequences of the absence of a definite, 
uniformly acknowledged philosophy and the resultant 
general uncertainty in the judgment and attitude toward 
tlte various great problems of the time." 

Once again, managed confusion I he World Enemy may have his 
own agenda and you may have yours, as long as it falls in line with his 
or amounts to a neutral. He'd much prefer it, however, if you'd simply 
leave all your thinking and decision making up to him or his hired 
minions. But to have, a* Hitler said, a philosophy and a certainty in 
opposition to that of "Big Brother", and you will instantly know the 
meaning of Paul's words as he wrote in Ephesians — 

"Thai uy henceforth tu m nton children, tossed to andfro. and earned 
about with etxty wind of doctrine, by (he sleijtjM of men, and tMntriqg 
craftiness, whtnb) they he in usut to decaiY:" 

- Ephesians, Chapter Four, Verse 14. 

Hitler devotes several tinea to the religious bodies of his day, which 
compare closely enough with those of the present except that they 
were not nearly so bad off then as they have since become. Hitler 
states: 


"Not the smallest blame for the none too delectable 
religious conditions must be home by those who 
encumber the religious idea with too many things of a 
purely earthly nature and thus often bring it into a totally 
unnecessary conflict with so-called exact science. In this 
victory wall almost always fall to the latter, though perhaps 
after a hard struggle, and religion will suffer serious 
damage in the eyes of all those who arc unable to raise 
themselves above a purely superficial knowledge." 

Once again, the words of Paul in echo of Hitler - 
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"Btmuie tfssi’ wind may he known of Cod is wamr.tr/ m /bun: for 
Cod hath shoved it unto them." 

'Tor /hr iumliblt things of hm from the .r rattan of the world an 
tfrati) irett, bung nnMrstood by the things that an made, etvn his eternal 
power and Godhead: >o thiit they tire without txaue:"

Certainlv, the World Rncmy knew well enough ro attack the 
people's belief system early on as a fitst step toward their ultimate 
destruction I n this they have eminently succeeded.

"For a single political swindle, provided it brings in 
enough, they arc willing to sell the heart of a whole 
religion; for ten parliamentary mandates they would ally 
themselves with the Marxistic mortal enemies of all 
religions - and for a minister's chair they would even 
enter into marriage with the devil, unless the devil were 
deterred by a remnant of decency."

"The fact that by clever and persevering use of 
propaganda even heaven can be represented as bell to the 
people, and conversely the most wretched life as paradise, 
was known only to the Jew, who acted accordingly; the 
German, or rather his government, hadn't the faintest 
idea of this."

to an Achilles Heel which attracts the most determined attacks of the 
enemies of God's highest work. 

"(The) scif-sacrificing will to give one's personal labor 
and if necessary one's own life for others is most strongly 
developed in the Aryan. The Aryan is not greatest in his 
mental qualities as such, but in the extent of his 
willingness to put all his abilities in the service of the 
community. In him the instinct of sclf-prcscrvation has 
readied the noblest form, since he willingly subordinates 
his own ego to-the life of the community and, if the hour 
demands, even sacrifices it." 

And the mirror-image reflection of this sentiment — 
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"And he sasd unto hrm, VS' by caile.it me thougoodl (hen is none sftod 
but one, find is, God: but if thou wilt enter into fife. keep the 
commandments. H 

"l le jy oth unto font, Whichf Jesus said, Ihou ihalt do no murder, 
Thou dmtt not commit adulter) , Thou shad not steal.

Where thi* instinct is absent or where it has been perverted through 
alien media conditioning. Hitler makes clear that - 

". ..in so far as it serves the instinct of self-preservation 
without consideration for his fellow men, as theft, usiuy, 
robbety, burglary, etc. (docs human activity designate.)"

Returning to Mein Katnpf— 

” For if the Jewish people's instinct of self-preservation 
is not smaller but larger than that of other peoples, if his 
intellectual faculties can easily arouse the impression that 
they are equal to the intellectual gifts of other races, he 
lacks completely the most essential requirement for a 
cultured people, the idealistic attitude." 
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Jesus sums it up by telling them to their face that thev are not of 
the same father as the Israelites - the Aryan race - that they are 
different, that thev are missing the critical quality Hitler has mentioned 
which ts what makes the Holy Seed holy. In short, that they are the 
offspring of the Devil.

"If the Jews were alone in this world, they would stifle 
in filth and offal; they would try to get ahead of one 
another in hate-filled struggle and exterminate one 
another, in so far as the absolute absence of all sense of 
self-sacrifice, expressing itself in their cowardice, did not 
turn battle into comedy here too." 

"Hence the Jewish people, despite all apparent 
intellectual qualities, is without any true culture, and 
especially without any culture of its own. For what sham 
culture the Jew today possesses is the property of other 
peoples, and for the most part it is ruined in his hands.” 

"Not through him docs any progress of mankind 
occur, but in spite of him." 

"In the Jew, however, this attitude is not at all present; 
for that reason he was never a nomad, bur only and always 
a parasite in the body' of other peoples." 
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Parasite as a word apparently did nor exist at the nmc of Paul. But, 
as always, the concept was present and known and Paul puts it mro the 
language of his day — 

'7*i or the mystery of iniquity doth alrtiufy work: only he uho now iettetb 
unit Jet. until be be taken out of (let way." 

"And then ihtdl that If Puked be nreaitd, whom the Ijord shall 
constant with the spirit of ins mouth , and shall destroy with tin brightness 
of Ml turnhrg:" 

"Even him. whose sowing is after the miking afSatan with all power 
and siffts and lying wonders." 

"And with all dectmjbkntss of unrighteousness in them that ptrithi 
htcanve the) received not the /we of the truth, tl>at they might ht saved.

"And for tins cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they 
should heiiesr a he" 

"That they all might be dim red who irehetyd not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousneJi.

In short, combining Hitlers statement with that of Paul, we see the 
effect of a society and a world having "gone Jewish'' Precisely as a 
cancer does dot have to completely devour its host organism for death 
to ensue, sufficient Jewish influence over a people's culture and 
institutions will cause the whole structure to rot and collapse - 
thankfully leaving something, some remnant, of value and worth 
behind with which to begin anew. 

To the careful and attentive reader, the Bible, with greatest care and 
detail, lays out the racial pedigree of what later were to become known 
as "Jews". From that point being established by mid-way through the 
Old Testament, the matter of them infecting and taking over the 
Hebrew Temple is treated and it Ls at the very nadir of that take-over 
and degeneration that the world-shanermg Advent of Jesus of Nazareth 
comes about as the Bible reaches its climax

I (ere as with most mythology and fable that is actually based in fact, 
a bttle "hack dating" has Ixca undertaken to Ixtieht the simple and 
common mind, f^uitc obviously, Ham, X'oah's youngest son. strayed 
southward and became intemungied with Negroid types from Africa. 
If his line wasn't cursed lx-fore dial tune, it most certainly has been 
ever since. 

And there you hate the primal} racial element of most of those 
tribes which God had commanded Israel to exterminate but who 
survived and became racial lews. The strain is, of course, called 
"Hamitic". 

Hitler sizes this up in a single paragraph — 

"The Jew has always been a people with definite racial 
characteristics and never a religion; only in order to get 
ahead he early sought for a means which could distract 
unpleasant attention from his person. And what would 
have been more expedient and at the same time more- 
innocent than the ’embezzled’ concept of a tcligious 
community? For here, too, everything is borrowed or 
rather stolen. Due to his own original special nature, the 
Jew cannot possess a religious institution, if for no other 
reason because he lacks idealism in any form, and hence 
belief in a hereafter is absolutely foreign to him. And a 
religion in the Aryan sense cannot be imagined which 
lacks the conviction of survival after death in some form. 
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Indeed, the Talmud is not a book to prepare a man for the 
hereafter, but only for a practical and profitable life in this 
world." 

J«s»ua on the hereafter - 

1 i ml no man hath attended up to heaven but that he came daam from 
heaven, eieti the Son of man which it in heaven."

The 1 almud, incidentally , which Hitler made reference to before is 
a book containing the rabbinical reworkings and "interpretations" of 
the Old Testament as done during the tune of the Babylonian Captivity 
and afterward — circa 500 B.C. and onward bv these racial jews to 
suit themselves. It was in defiance of this perversion of die I jw, as 
well as in the name of tbe original, racially Aryan Israelites, that jesus 
came to take up the cause. 

Hitler ends his statement with "this world". This is saying a 
tremendous lot and talk directly in line with most of what Jesus was 
stressing within the quotes that have been preserved for us in the 
gospel. 

Tlie stark drama and uonv do not stop there, as Hider continues - 

"The best characterization is provided by the product 
of this religious education, the Jew himself. His life is 
only of this world, and his spirit is inwardly as alien to true 
Christianity' as his nature two thousand vears previous 
was to the great founder of the new' doctrine. Of course, 
the latter made no secret of his attitude toward the Jewish 
people, and when necessary lie even took to the whip to 
drive from the temple of the Lord this adversary of all 
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humanity, who then as always saw in religion nothing but 
an instrument for his business existence. In return, Christ 
was nailed to the cross, while our present-day party 
Christian* debase themselves to begging for Jewish votes 
at elections and later try to arrange political swindles with 
atheistic Jewish parties-and this against their own 
nation." 

Remember, these are the words of Adolf Hitler. Not exactly what 
you've been led to expect. But look ar who has been leading you. First 
die scorv of Jesus' clearing the temple - 

"/ \nd u>hcu iff had made a sautrge of small eords. ht drose tiftm ail 
oaf eft hr temple. and tin iiftrep, and the o\rn; and poured oaf the . hdstgei* ' 
money, and owrtbiru' the tobies;" 

"Ami j,nd unto them that sold dos'a, Tokt time things heme; moke 
not my Fathers /Wot on bouse of mtnifcemiist.* 

John, Chapter Two, Verses 15 and 16. 

If you arc one of the millions of Whites who arc bitterly disaffected 
by all the mercenary consumerism which is what all our holidays have 
been reduced to - especially Christmas - you now know where it first 
began and with whom.

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the nature and activity of the Jewish people and expose 
their inner contexts as well as their ultimate final aims. 
The best criticism applied to them, however, » reality. 
Anyone who examines the historical development of the 
last hundred years from the standpoint of this book will 
at once understand the screaming of the Jewish press. For 
once this book has become the common property of a 
people, the Jewish menace may be considered as 
broken.” 

A meeting of the top-most Zionist Jews of the world was convened 
in Switzerland late in the Nineteenth Century for die purpose of 
hammering out rhe plan of attack regarding their final, physical take¬ 
over of the nations of the earth. The minutes of this meetmg were 
leaked to the outside world and have been known ever since as " ihc 
Protocols of the I .earned Elders of Zion". Quite naturally, the Jews of 
the world have aUo ever since been declaring them to be a "forgery" 
But, as even Henry Ford, Sr, pointed out in the 1920s, since the Jews 
have been following their precepts like a blueprint fiom the start, one 
has to ask: A forgery of what? 

Whereas the Bible docs seem to skip over how conditions got from 
Point "A" to Point "B" with regard to increased Jewish infiltration and, 
thus, damage. Hitler spates the reader no such details - and, at the 
same time, ensures that they miss no critical lessons. He goes on - 

"To strengthen his political position he tries to tear 
down the racial and civil barriers which for a time 
continue to restrain him at every step. To this end he 
fights with all the tenacity innate in him for religious 
tolerance and in Freemasonry, which has succumbed to 
him completely, he has an excellent instrument with 
which to fight for his aims and put them across. The 
governing circles and the higher strata of the political and 
economic bourgeoisie arc brought into his nets by the 
strings of Freemasonry, and never need to suspect what 
is happening." 
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1 would add to Hiller's ending diat, with such a state of affairs being 
the case, that is, with the upper-crust of Whites nor even realizing that

He poisons the blood of 
others, but preserves his own. The Jew almost never 
marries a Christian woman; it is the Christian who 
marries a Jewess. The bastards, however, take after the 
Jewish side. Especially a part of the high nobility 
degenerates completely. The Jew is perfectly aware of 
this, and therefore systematically catties on this mode of 
'disarming' the intellectual leader class of his racial 
adversaries. In order to mask his activity and lull his 
victims, however, he talks mote and more of the equality 
of all men without regard to race and color. The fools 
begin to believe him." 

When earlier on I said that the Jews permitted Mem Kampf to 
circulate freely in the smug confidence that no one would heed its 
warning on the grounds that it sounded too far-fetched, passages like 
the one above may serve to establish my point.

And. just as Hitler said, 
the darker genes will always predominate, being the more primitive and 
deep-seated, tn any crossing with Whites. 

When Hitler talks about the Jews breaking down the barriers of race 
within a muln-cultural society, such as is the United States of today, he 
might iust as well be referring to their own Antl-Defatrunon League 
of B'tuu B'rilh, their own creation of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, and literally their hand in every so- 
called "civd nghr>" and race-mixing move that has ever taken place 
They want to extend their managed confusion from thought and 
opinion to the very blood of then host - or victim - people - 

"By swearing and lying, and kilihQ and .dealing, and mamtting 
adultery, they break out, and biood louehitb blood."

"With the shattering of the personality and the race, 
the essential obstacle is removed to the domination of the 
inferior being - and this is the Jew."

The new person who may be reading tins son of thing for the first 
time mar well be shocked and nor lost a little bit skeptical of it. 
However, 1 think not nearly so much as in decades past, before things 
got to be as tar along down the road to destruction as they are new. I 
am banking that the telling now of this unvarnished truth will strike a 
responding chord within the mind and heart of any sound individual. 
Please remember too that Hitler's use of die term Marxism and the fact 
that the Soviet Union is no more do not equal out to the concept and 
the menace now being invalidated. The present liberal democracy 
springs from the same spirit and employs all the same tools. 

Not just in the contemporary day when Hitler was writing - or 
dictating - Mein Katnpf was the very real element of prophecy present 
in hi* words, fot Germany's condition then is the United Stares' 
condition today, but he often takes up prediction!, fot what was at that 
time the future.

"The Jew's domination in the state seems so assured 
that now not only can be call himself a Jew again, but he 
ruthlessly admits his ultimate national and political 
designs. A section of his race openly owns itself to be a 
foreign people, yet even here they be. For while the 
Zionists try to make the rest of the world believ e that the 
national consciousness of the Jew finds its satisfaction in 
the creation of a Palestinian state, the Jews again slyly 
dupe the dumb Goyim. It doesn't even enter their heads 
to build up a Jewish state in Palestine for the purpose of 
living there; all they want is a central organization for 
their international world swindle, endowed with its own 
sovereign rights and removed from the intervention of 
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oilier states: a haven for convicted scoundrels and a 
university for budding crooks.'*

This ih but the modem day 
evangelical work but cast with the dimension of the more military 
approach of taking ground and holding tt. This was the political time 
of struggle, or "Kampfzcit", to take Germany back from its betrayer* 
and seducers, it mortal enemies, and return u to the German people. 

Of diosc like himself throughout histors. Hitler says - 

"Their aim has often been for centuries the inner 
longing of hundreds of thousands, until one man stands 
up to proclaim such a general will, and as a standard- 
bearer guides the old longing to victory in the form of the 
new idea." 

Old longing, new idea? Hitler just encapsulated the whole tlirust of 
this book: That National Socialism is die newest form of that ideal 
which must prevail if the White race is to survive on earth. A look at 
the earlier form of this same idea and of its founder and leader comes 
to us via Samt John -

I I trier continues now onto the business of the leadership principle,

Need 1 point out tn reference ro the last paragraph of HiderS just 
quoted that disciple is the root word of discipline* Odd very oftca just 
how our words and their meaning can become lost or muddled. 

"All in all, this whole period of winter 1919-20 was a 
single struggle to strengthen confidence in the victorious 
might of the young movement and raise it to that 
fanaticism of faith which can move mountains.” 
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What kind of faith?

It was also by no accident that the one of the lirtic-known film 
documentary of Hitler's 1933 I’artv Congress - the first one after 
having assumed state power — was "Victory of faith 

Hitler and his movement fought physically against their enemies 
Probably, I sense, because ihc\ could do this and expect a reasonable 
chance of success, lu occupied Judea, there was only the prospect of 
immediate immolation. As headlines in recent years have 
demonstrated here, it is the Latter case that prevails for us here. Hence, 
John's words in Revelation as regard the strategy for us in the very final 
times - 


"And they worshipped rla Unison which gtvt power unto tbs beast: 
ggd they worshipped the buut, tayn^ W ho is bkt unto the beastf Wise 
is able to make war with lumt" 

"He that hute/h into captivity shall gt into captivity: he that kjlbtb 
with the sword must be killed with the swonL Heir is the patience and the 
faith of the saints." 

- Revelation, Chapter Thirteen, Verses 4 and 10. 

That this admonition is intended strictly to us today m this place 
may be gleaned nor only by the fact fliar die words fit perfectly our 
own circumstances, the much overworked term, "saint , only means 
racial comrades whose knowledge and awareness binds them to the 
cause of Chnst beyond anything's capability of separating 

The tales of the furious battle?- for the streets and cities of Germany 
between 1 filler's Storm troopers and the Nlarv.sts arc today everywhere 
legendary. Heroes such as Horst W’esscl won the hearts of many of 
their formerly lost and duped fellow countryman who had begun with 
the Communists but now were with Hitler and the cause, if I may 
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quote the Bible, of righteousness. This, as much as anything, panicked 
Satan. 

For Satan, being the past -master of psychology, having first sensed 
that the institutions of the Whites had lost their potency, had arranged 
lus own "opposition" to them in the form of Marxism and had then 
caused the mad stampede of the growing number of disaffected Whites 
to swell its ranks. It was working admirably until the advent of Hitler 
who now was winning them back to their own institutions -gain after 
having revitalized them with the truth 

Christ did no differendy. 

Hitler ends his first volume of Mein Kampf with the following 
words after he has described a huge fight at one meeting hall - 

"A fire was kindled from whose flame one day the 
sword must come which would regain freedom for the 
Germanic Siegfried and life for the German nation." 
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Part XII 

The second volume of Hitler's Mein Kampf opens with this 
thought — 


"Into the rotten and cowardly bourgeoisie world and 
into the triumphant march of the Marxisi wave of 
conquest a new power phenomenon was entering, which 
at the eleventh hour would halt the chariot of doom." 

When Hitler gave these lines to Rudolf Hess to commit to paper he 
was in prison for high treason, sixteen members of his movement had 
been killed in a failed pursch, the movement itself had been outlawed 
and all of its assets seized. Quite an expression of faith under such 
circumstances. Perhaps, however, it could be taken as an illustration 
that sometimes faith taken to sufficient degree becomes mote than 
forth.

To build a movement in order to save a people. Mightn't one 
naturally expect to find certain similarities between such instances 
separated by time and distance if the same people and the same 
circumstances were present in both? Certainly. But who would view 
die situation m ludea in 33 AD and that in Germany m 1920 as being 
the same in their essences I hat much ruled out, when reading of the 
particulars of both, who’d get the connection? Just so easily are 
history’s most important lessons lost, if ever they are indeed firsr 
gathered at all 

Also as l litlcr opens the second volume of Mein Kampf. he regales 
us with the store of the Party’s first mass meeting — 

"On February 24th, 1920, the first great public 
demonstration of our young movement took place. In the 
Festsaal of the Munich Hoibrauhaut, the twenty-five 
theses of the new party’s program were submitted to a 
crowd of almost two thousand and every single point was 
accepted amid jubilant approval.” 

Balance that against this from the Bible - 

"For the proms* is unto you, and to your children, and to ad that cur 
afar off. eevn as many as the Ijtni nor Cod skill cad." 

"And with m/my other words did ht testify and exhort, saying, f apt 
younthes from tins untowardgs uerndon." 

'"Finn they that gladly rr.vsred his word went haptnyd: and the iatm 
di)' there wne added unto them aixtu) three tlvusimJ mult." 

- Saint Peccr as quo ted in Acts, Cliapier Two. Verses 39, 
40 and 41. 

Mass meetings, indeed. Rather than the Festsaal, the above took 
place at Solomon's Porch, at the Temple m Jerusalem. 
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Now. rerunning to Mein Kamplf 

"As I entered the mighty hall (the Zirkus Krone, 
February 3"', 1921) the same joy seized me as a year 
previous in the first meeting at the Munich H»fbrauhau9 
Festsaal. But only after I had pressed my way through the 
human walls and reached the lofty platform did I see the 
success in all its magnitude. Like a giant shell this hall lay 
before me, filled with thousands and thousands of 
persons." 

Hut was taken from volume two, chapter seven 

Another similarity I was struck by is outlined by Hirlei in the 
following two paragraphs from Mein Kampt*. volume two. chapter six: 

"In all these eases we have to do with an 
encroachment upon man’s freedom of wilL This applies 
most, of course, to meetings attended by people with a 
contrary attitude of will, who must now he won over to a 
new will. In the morning and even during the day people’s 
will power seems to struggle with the greatest energy 
against an attempt to force upon them a strange will and 
a strange opinion. At night, however, they succumb more 
easily to the dominating force of a stronger will. For, in 
truth, every such meeting represents a wrestling bout 
between two opposing forces. The superior oratorical an 
of a dominating preacher will succeed more easily in 
winning to the new will people who have themselves 
experienced a weakening of their force of resistance in the 
most natural way than those who are still in full 
possession of their mental tension and will." 

"The same purpose, after all, is served by the 
artificially made and yet mysterious twilight in Catholic 
churches, the burning lamps, incense, censers, etc." 

Back again to the Bible — 
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" \nd as the j spake unto thepeople, tbeputts, and tht capiat* of the 
temple , end tbf Sadductts, cants upm f/xm," 

"btheggieoed that they taught the people, and preached through fetus 
tin ttiunxdioH (>\>tu tht dead," 

'‘And they laid hands on them , and put tivm in bold unto the next 
day: for it i t<n< noa> eventide. * 

'7 iowhat many of them winch beard the word btlieind: and the 
number of fix mev mis afoul fire thou (and. ” 

- Acts, Chapter Four, Verses 1 through 4. 

Not just mass tallies but mass rallies at night. 

And that all-recurring "word” that so many of these masses 
"believed". It’d so important to understand exactly what it was m 
Biblical times as well as in Hitler s time. Certainly not die crap spewed 
forth by these sold-out and tahetvover churches, today that only an 
imbecile could believe and. even if one did. is utterly irrelev ant aud 
false, 

1 personally found this most major cine to be absolutely 
breathtaking when I found it - 

"Without clearly delimited faith, religiosity with its 
unclarity and multiplicity of form would not only be 
worthless for human life, but would probably contribute 
to general disintegration.” 

Well, a? always, leave it up to Hitler in Mein Kampf to capture the 
essence of the very’ matters which consistently elude and confound die 
rest of a lost mankind 

He is saving this: Something presumably for everyone can really be 
for no one. Exactly like a multi-racial "democracy", tt serves norhing 
but itself and the crooks who arc highest up. I oo loose, too general, 
too much room for the interpretations of more crooks, fakers and 
outright lunatic*, loo gcncnc. 

I chose that one short quote from out of many paragraph* wherein 
Hitler delves into his term "volkisch". or folkish. as his way of referring 
to that which is racial. For without race as die common bedrock, any 
other consideration or approach to any matter - whether government 
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or religion - invariably leads one off on the wrong "slant”' and, as a 
result, at least where the Bible is concerned, renders our racial Book of 
Truth as one mote ward supers noon. 

So then, it only remains to ascertain whether the first apostles 
viewed it the same way and, bv the same token, determine just what 
kind of following they were cultivating in those earliest, most 
dangerous years. Was it the "human scum of the earth'” as so many 
detractors of Christianity assert?* Or was it the very opposite, the 
precious genetic "cream of the crop" as Hitler was recruiting?' 

Here is one clue as we go to one of those mass meetings as 
convened by Saint Paul — 

Ir l Awr Patti stood ttp, ,md bfikoning with his hand said , Men of 
Israel, ana yt tlntf fear God, gtso aadtetor." 

Vets; Chapter Thirteen, Verse 16. 

Here I have no difficulty seeing Hitler or Gocbbcls or anv organizer 
of the N.S.D.A.P. tn Weimar Germany standing up tn a crowded beer 
hall and, with the straight-armed, openhanded salute loudly exclaiming, 
"Volksgcnosscn!", to bring the meeting to Older. But tf that's not 
sufficient, tTy this next one - 

''Men and brethren, cisiiiinn of the stock of Abraham, and mhosoei'er 
amoftgjonfearrth God. to tots it the aW of tint salvation sent.'* 

Vets, Chapter Thirteen, Vase 26, 

Anyone who can t sec that simply doesn’t want to sec it. It was said 
in movement circles years ago that the whole strategy for putting 
across a successful revolutionary effort was all mapped out for us tn 
Mein Kampf but that no one was putting it into practice. Yes and no. 
It was there, alright. But its amc was past. Efforts in that direction in 
the Post War L rated States, valiant though they were, did not do justice 
to the ortgmal example. There does exist a genuine concept of a 
situation having gone too far for too long. 
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"But they mo<k.td the messengn of God, and despised his words, and 
misused his prophets, until the wrath of the Latiatwe agunst Ids people, 
till Then ms no remedy ." 

- Second Chronicles, Chapter Ihirty-Stx, Verse 16. 

How would Hitler have addressed tbatr The answer is already 
provided for us in the pages of the gospels which detail the words and 
actions of Jesus of Nazareth, the same spirit and personality, just under 
different circumstances. 

And so, for that reason, 1 will omit from these pages that formula 
which, nine years hence, on Tauuary 30th, 1933, led to the 
establishment of the Third Reich. It is not within the scope of this 
work to cither recap history or to suggest that historic repeat 
performance* are possible or even desirable. My purpose here u to 
demonstrate the nature of that spint which was at work at two 
momentous occasions for mankind .Vnd this is best served by 
revealing its thoughts and principles. 

\ spirit and a personality assuming human form so as to be able to 
take a direct, physical hand in the affairs of a lost humanity and thereby 
guide the progression of events toward the victorious conclusion as 
written in Revelation And it is therefore because of that final ending 
having already been written that any and ail apparent "defeats" on the 
physical plane at the hands of the World Enemy arc nothing of the 
sort. 

Hitler, cm the twelfth anniversary of his accession to power, January 
30th, 1945, approximately nincTy days prior to his own death, in hri 
final broadcast to the German nadon, declared rhe date of the National 
Socialist assumption of stale power in 1933 to represent that victory 
which all ol the forces of the Satanic, Jewish World Enemy could never 
undo. 

Jesus Chmt, similarly, declared that his own death, then close in the 
offing, would be anti-climactic as, in his words - 

"These things / have spoken unto joes. that in me ye might bam peare. 
Ik the world )t shall ham tribulation: but he <f grind cheer; / hate overcome 
the world." 

- John, Chapter Sev enteen. Verse 33. 
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In volume two. chapter wo of Mein Kampf, Hitler states. - 

"If, therefore, we speak of a higher mission of the 
state, we must not forget that the higher mission lies 
essential!)' in the nationality whose free development the 
state must merely make possible by the organic force of 
its being." 

It would seem to me that Hiller's idea of the proper function of the 
state would be to see to it that the whole people followed in line with 
the following and to be aggressive enough to never allow ant 
divergence from ic or interference with it - 

"If ye n\iik in mj statutes, and keep my crtmntandneenlf. and dn 
them? 

"Then 1 will gre )mm nun in Jut season, and the land shall vital her 
rrureate, and tin trm of the field shad yield tbnrfmt." 

And jour tlmslnng siuii! reach unto the nutate. and the i wtage shall 
reach ihtto the j owing time: and ye shall tat yonr bread to the full, and 
duel/ in \ our land safely." 

"And I will grt peace in the land, aud it shall lie down, and none 
sited! make you afraid.and 1 will rid nil {trusts out of the land, rteitlser 
shall the suy/rttgo through your land." 

"Audyt shall chase your enemies, and they shall fall before you by the 
sword." 

"And f ine oj von shad . hast an hundred, and an hundred q you shall 
pnt ten thousand to to flight: arid your enemies shad fad before yon by the 
sword." 

"Fori will haste respect untoyou, and make you fmtfnf and multiply 
yon, and esLebibh my coevrumt with you." 

"And )n shall eat old store, and bring forth the old because of tin 
new." 

"And 1 aid set m tabernacle amvngyau: and my son!shad not abhor 
you." 

"And I will walk amongynu, and wid be your Gad, and ye shad be 
my people." 
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'7 am the Lordyour God, oht. b brought yon forth out of tin Lind of 
hgjpt' that yt simtid not in their bondmen; and / bare broken the bands 
of your yoke, and made you go upright ." 

- Leviticus. Chapter Fwenty Six. Verses 3 through 13. 

A lac cry from the aims, agenda and intrusion of today's alien and 
hostile Big Brother police state. 

Hitler goes on — 

"Anyone who speaks of a mission of the German 
people on earth must know that it can exist only in the 
formation of a state which sees its highest task in the 
preservation and promotion of the most noble elements 
of our nationality’, indeed of all mankind, which still 
remain intact." 

Now, as I have said, as vilified and car-brushed as Hitler's image has 
been, one thing everyone is ckar on is that his number one thrust was 
always race. So when he says to preserve and promote the best, we 
know he is speaking racially. When he refers to the noble element of 
mankind that still remains intact, we again know he means W hites who 
have not lost Lhcir racial integrity. Since the key element of the Bible 
has been so downplay ed, bow few is it that can carch the identical same 
thought in the following? 

"hor the Son of man is come to save that i rhieb aw/ iost." 

Matthew. Chapter Eighteen, Verse 11. 

Ike formula I have been utilizing in the construction of this book 
has been to allow the structure of Mein Kampf to lead the way with 
regard to the line of thought that is to be examined and then compared 
with that in the Bible itself. Here I am going to make a slight exception 
but only in the respect that I'm going to go to the Bible first and then 
to Mein Kampf for the sake of illustranng a very major point. 
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"If atty man see hi) brother an a sin which u not unto death, J?e shall 
ask. ,md he shall pvt hstv life for then that sin not unto death. Then is 
a srit m to Heath l Ho not toy that be shall pros for it." 

— Firs: John, Chapter Five, Verse 16. 

Just the type of tiling I've come to expect in the Bible wherever the 
most absolutely mifx>rtam points and issues are tu be made. The 
unforgivable sm, and John doesn’t tell us what it isl Bur by that, John 
is telling us to - if we haven’t done so already — carefully gn and read 
the rest of the Bible in order to find the answer. 

But Hitler, m Mem Kampf. lets us have it right between the eyes 
with the proverbial two by four m just the manner which makes the 
basis for this entire thesis of mine. 

"The undermining of the existence of human culture 
by destroying its supporter appears, in a folkisk view of 
life, as the moat execrable crime. He who dares to lay 
hand upon the highest image of the Lord sins against the 
benevolent Creator of this miracle and helps in the 
expulsion from Paradise." 

There will undoubtedly be those who will not make the connection 
and who will accuse me of "reaching" in order to force connection 
with some pet idea all of my own. 

Okay. Let’s go hack into the Bible and find die answer. 

Best place to start is with die Man himself, Jesus Chitst - 

"Whmftr* I so}' unto you. AH manner of sin and blasphemy shall hr 
forgtvH unto wen: hut the blaiphrmj against the I foiy Ghost shall not ire 
jbrgfuttt unto men.” 

'And whosoever speaketh a word apunst tt\e Son of man, it shall he 
jonyntn him: but wbusoeteer speaketh qj/unst the Holy Ghost, st shall not 
btforgszn turn, neither in this world, nest.her ut the world to come." 

- Matthew, Chapter hleven, Verses 31 and 32. 
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That's pretty definite, in fact, that's IT However, too much room 
yet exists for some to question or doubt just what is being meant here 
by all this archaic language and reference. 

I .el's go to Saint Paul for final clarification 

"What? hm>J* Ml lbitty#*r fad) if the tmpit tithe Hoiv Gfait 
which is us ynu, whichyt have of God, art ye art nofyvrtr ovni" 

- First Corinthians, Chapter Six, Verse 19. 

What could Saint Paul have known then rlur we don't know today? 
t.’nless, of course, u was revealed to him by God hunself. Mix White 
blood with that of any other race and those top most points of 
intelligence quotient arc destroyed and gone forever. And I doubt 
much whether God would take very kindly to stupid and selfish human 
creations taking it on dicir own to reverse his highest work. 

Regardless how anyone mat view the importance of race ut human 
affairs, by the previous statement. Hitler places his idea of government 
at diametrically opposite poles from the one which today prevails 
everywhere. I pose to you the following: Is it or is it not to be the 
system of batan commanding total world control at the end of times? 

"Thus, for the first time state achieves a lofty inner 
goaL Compared to the absurd catchword about safe¬ 
guarding law and order, thus laying a peaceable 
groundwork for mutual swindles, the task of preserving 
and advancing the highest humanity, given to this earth 
by the benevolence of the Almighty , seems a truly high 
mission," 

Precisely here has Hitler pinpointed for us where anti how- alien 
influence takes the form of a people's own government and alters the 
function of it from being their servant to becoming their oppressor. 
Certainly, it doesn't happen overnight. One must be able to compare 
rimes and die progression of trends in order not to be caught with the 
rest who arc pirifulh unaware of the "slippery slope" or the "thin edge 
of the wedge". 
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We have here todav the same situation thar Hirlcr faced in German v 

* 9 

and smashed, that is, what effectively amounts to an incipient Beast 
System. And perhaps I shouldn't say incipient in Today's tnsrancc as ir 
mav as well l>c full-blown. Only the trends which it enforces await their 
final achievement, the Beast itself stands as a reality. 

Certainly Hitler had to be aware of the following passages from 
Revelation despite the fact that die high-tech that would be necessary 
for its implementation was as vet undreamt of, unlike our own day - 

"And be esaneth all. (nth malt and grab rich and poor, tree and 
hand, Co rtceit* a mark tn their right hand, or in theirforeheads” 

"And that no man might buy or sell, saw he that bad the mark ., or 
the name o f the head, or thr number of hit name ." 

- Revelation, Chapter Thirteen, Verses, 16 and 17. 

"For a dead mechanism which only lays claim to 
existence for its own sake, there must be formed a living 
organism with the exclusive aim of serving a higher 
idea." 

"...there is only the holiest human tight, and this right 
is at the same time the holiest obligation, to wit: to see to 
it that the Mood is preserved pure and, by preserving the 
best humanity, to create the possibility of a nobler 
development of these beings." 

With the theocracy, ot God's Kingdom on Earth, which was an 
established reality in the ’Hurd Reich, having been destroyed by the 
Satanic World System in 1945. the only possibility of forestalling the 
following scenario — w hich never really was a possibility at all - was 
removed —

"And the city hail no need of the sun. neither of the moon, to shine us 
if Jar the glory of God did lighten it. and the lamb i: the light thereof." 

N erses 2, 3, 7,10, 16 
and 23. 

Above is described an object from space, a perfect cube, 
approximately one thousand, four hundred miles square: An artificial 
planet containing its own light source. 

The purpose of this vehicle, as made plain in Revelation, is to cuD 
the experiment before all worthwhile matcn.il is lost.

Despite the Old World prose which reads like mythology, what 
with our present level of technology, the above is nothing more than 
a scientific recipe for a biological breeding experiment and implicit in 
the language is the purist and exclusive nature of it. 

"If our churches also sin against the image of the 
Lord, whose importance they still so highly emphasize, it 
is entirely because of the line of their present activity 
which speaks always of the spirit and lets its bearer, the 
man, degenerate into a depraved proletarian. Afterwards,

Here once more we have direct reference to the biological 
imperfection - or "fall” - of man. ('all it even a work of evolution as 
vet incomplete. Even Nietzsche said that man was a rope that was 
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stretched between the animal and the Superman; a top* that wn 
stretched over an abyss. As God's or Nature's highest achievement, the 
White race ie ever in danger of "back-sliding”, if you will, whenever 
exposed to more pnmittve stimulus — not to mention primitive genes. 
And here, just as Miller has said, the Church has totally dropped the 
ball

Paul is unambiguous in his intent with thane words. "The present 
distress", is the kev. As a long-nmc member of this movement, 1 can 
well attest to the distraction that a paramour can cause And I can 
equally attest to the bitterness of being attached to a "non-believer 
especially when the mundane things of daily life come to call. And thin 
not to mention a vulnerable "back door" whenever the state decides to 
move against you with it!* harassment and persecution. 

"Should the same renunciation not be possible if this 
injunction is replaced by the admonition finally to put an 
end to the constant and continuous original sin of racial 
poisoning, and to give the Almighty Creator beings such 
as He Himself created?” 

A question of superficiality, lhe result of rhe indoctrination of pure 
materialism. Hitler says on this; 

"The clothing of our youth should also be adapted to 
this purpose. It is truly miserable to behold bow our youth 
even now is subjected to a fashion madness which helps 
to reverse the sense of the old saying; ‘Cloths make the 
man’ into something truly catastrophic.” 

"Momrer the land satlh, Beane le the daughters of Zion an bought;, 
and walk with stretched forth necks and u<anton eyes, walking and 
nttning as tiny go, and making a tinkling with tivir feet:" 
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"Tbenjorr the Ltml anil snatr with a scab the crown of the bead of tbt 
daugfitert of Zion, and the laird will discoter tbttr secret parte." 

"In fleet day the laird will take awr/ tbt bravery of their tinkling 
ornaments about tbttr feet, and thetr rank, and then meted tins like flee 
moon ," 

’Tit thaws, and the bracelets, and the mufflers, ” 

’T be Manets, and the ornaments of the legs, and the headbands, and 
tin tablets, and the earrings," 

'The tings and uost jtwtls," 

"Tbt changeable suits ofapparel, and tbt months, and tbt wimples,

Yes, those are the words of Adolf Hitler as he sat in prison in the 
year 1924 What Hitler is suggesting here begs for clarification What 
in the world could possibly be meant by "the last and greatest decisions 
on this earth”? The answer could only be supplied by Jesus himself — 

And shall not God aveng? his own tint, whuh ay day and night 
unto him. though he bear long with them?' 

‘7 toll )<m that he will arrnyt them tftedily. Sfeietfhelen when the 
Sou of man <nme/lx dull he find faith on the earth}’' 

- Luke, Chapter Eighteen, Verses 7 and 8. 
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How far away from that ideal is the world of the present! As far as 
I am concerned, this ts precisely the reason for which the Day of the 
l.otd will be such a terrible one, exactly the way the Bible says it wiU 
be Look at the wav the "education'’ of today is leading them! Under 
current conditions and trends, there exists nowhere on earth "a race 
npc for the last and greatest decisions..." What could this possibly 
mean other than how ro greet the returning hosts of the Lord? 'lhc 
Book of Rcveladon would tend to show a picture resulting from a 
wrong decision. 

‘And when the thousand years are rspimi, Satan (bad be loosed nut 
of bis prison." 

" And shall jp nut to deceive {be fusions tvheeh are in the four auiirters 
of the tarth, Gog and Magog, to gather them together to battle, tht number 
of whom it as the (and of the jta. " 

"And they treat up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the 
camp of the taints about, and the behnrd city: and fhr came doom from 
God out of heaven, and devoured them." 

- Revelation, Chapter Twenty, Verses 7,8 and 9 

Hitler assures us - 

"It may be today that gold has become the exclusive 
ruler of life, but the time will come when man will again 
bow down before a higher god.” 
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Part XIII 

"One has often complained that in the time of 
November and December of 1918 actual!}' all authorities 
failed, that beginning from the monarchy down to the last 
division commander nobody was any longer able to 
summon the energy for an independent decision. This 
terrible fact is the ‘Menc, mcne, tekel, upharsin* of our 
education, because in this cruel catastrophe is expressed, 
in a measure expanded to gigantic size, and what 
generally existed in little things." 

One more very direct and deliberate reference from the Old 
lesrament. This lime from the Book of Daniel, Chapter Five. Verses 
25, 26 and 27. It has to do with the very famous handwriting on the 
wafl- 


this is the writing that war written. Menc, Alette, Tekel, 
Vpbamtt ." 

'"This it the inierpoetation of the thing: Metre; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and fintshed it.” 

"Ttket; Thou itrt weighed in the balances, and art found wanting ." 

It would be remws to neglect the subject of citizenry within the 
theocratic state and so there follows some relevant excerpts from 
volume two. chapter three of Hitlers Mein Kampf- 
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"In general the formation which today in erroneously 
designated as a state known only two varieties of people: 
citizens and foreigners/' 

"Today the right of citizenship, as mentioned above, 
is primarily achieved by birth within the borders of a state. 
In this, race or nationality play no role whatever. A Negro 
who formerly lived in the German protectorates and now 
has his residence in Germany, gives birth to 'German 
citizen' in the person of his child." 

It is a question of who is a member of the nation, or a member of 
rhe people, or the race. Shouldn't such a matter he super-obvious? 
Apparently not anytime man sets about arranging things according to 
his own very limited and off-base standards of measurement. The 
question posed by Hitler above was faced by the returning Israelite 
exiles as they sought to reestablish some semblance of their own, 
formerly theocratic state - 

" I nd th»s «• aen they which uvnt up /mm Te/mrlab, Telhana, 
Chtrub, .-Udan, and Itttrtur, but tht) muld not show theirfathedi bouse, 
and thar seed, u wfher they urn of Israel '* 

'Them sought ttetr nstaer among those that litre reckoned by 
synrab^, but they Kvrr nnt found: tbnrfart were the t asfso/luted. put from 
tht priesthood." 

- Ezra, Chapter Two. Verses 59 and 62 

"And E:ra tht print stood up, and said unto them, Ye bast 
transgressed, and hast taken strange wives, to increase the tnspass of 
Israel.” 

"X/nr therefore make confession unto the Lard Cod of your father*, 
mb do Lbs pleasure: and separate yourselves from flee people of the land, 
and from tht grange writs." 

"Let now our rulers of ah' t/se mngrrga/tON stand, and let ah them

Returning to Hitler's thought - 

"The whole process of acquiring citizenship takes 
place not far differently than admission into ;ui 
automobile club." 

"But not only do they not concern themselves about 
the race of such a new citizen; they do not even pay 
attention to his physical heath." 

The Book of Leviticus. Chapters Twelve through Fifteen, deals 
entirely with the state of health of the individual citizen, labelling the 
various condinuns as either "clean’* or "unclean" and whether the 
person should be "shut up" or "separated" from the communin' It is 
too lengthy and derailed to even begin to reproduce here. 

"And so cvety f year these formations, called states, take 
into themselves poison elements w hich they can scarcely 
ever overcome." 

A very sobering - and surprising to many - statement of histoncal 
fact Hitler next takes up which, more than any tiling, should serve to 
gauge just how far tilings have fallen within the short span of a single 
century — 


"I know' that people do not like to hear all this; but 
anything more thoughtless, more hare-brained than our 
present-day citizenship lawns scarcely exists. There is 
today one state in which at least w'cak beginnings toward 
a better conception arc noticeable. Of course, it is not our 
model German Republic, but the American Union, in 
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which an effort is made to consult reason at least partially. 
By refusing immigration on principle to elements in poor 
health, by simple excluding certain races from 
naturalization, it professes in slow beginnings a view 
which is peculiar to the folidsh state concept." 

These very immigration laws Hitler speaks of which for all practical 
purposes proscribed anyone from any place other than Europe or the 
Bn ash Empire from entering the United States, were only knocked 
down as late as the 1960s, even as our own internal system of racial 
segregation was being dismandcd and Oeath’s onrush was loosed 

"The folkUh state divides its inhabitants into tlirec 
classes: citizens, subjects and foreigners." 

And, again, the precedent for this, what is presented by the enemy, 
alien media as "cm k-pot", is to be found within the pages of the oid 
1 estament But diet'd rather trust in your own ignorance of this 
instead of tackling the Bible itself - 

'Then shail m stranger eat oj the holy thing: a sojourner of the priest, 
or an fitted tenant. shaiJ not eat oj the holy thing ."

Hus will outrage the thoroughly liberalized, egalitarian besotted 
modern sensibilities, for sure There are simply times when one must 
chose his guidelines - and, once more, rhe precedent for this also ts in 
the Bible - and tough it out in the face of any and all obiechon

tfarfamimi, by tbt house erf their fathers, unfh the number of their names, 
nvn Mate hj their polls?' 

"From twenty years old and upuwd, ad that an dbk to go forth to 
war in Israel thou and .

"It must be a greater honor to be a street-cleaner and 
citizen of this Reich than a king in a foreign state."

More detail on the racial state Hitler lays out in chapter four - 

"The folkish philosophy is basically distinguished 
from the Marxist philosophy by the fact that not only 
recognizes the value of race, but with it the importance of 
the personality, which it therefore makes one of the pillars 
of its entire edifice." 


"The best state constitution and state form is that 
which, with the most unquestioned certainty, raises the 
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best minds in the national community to leading position 
and leading influence." 

Only the best, to be established foi the good of the whole people, 
forever -

These two pillars, as Hitler called them - race and personality - arc 
not only completely nbsent from the present day ruling bureaucracy, 
they arc OUTT-AWFX) and under active assault.

"Without regard for race, creed or color " \nd 1 would add "ability" to 
that list. Merely "qualifying" at a set standard minimum level is the 
criterion for Lin ding a st3te position and, in many cases, a private sector 
one as well. ITie condition of rhmgs generally shows it. It's pure and 
uncut Marxism. 

Hitler reminds us - 
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"...it will lake a struggle, in view of the fact that the 
first task is not creation of a folkish state conception, hut 
above all elimination of the existing Jewish one/' 

The above was taken from chapter five. 

Of course, how could it be otherwise? To attempt to go about it 
"cart-before-the-horse" can only end up one of two wavs: Hither the 
effort will flounder and be absorbed by the ocean of filth in winch it 
tries to exist; or, owing to its comparative success and the increasing 
paranoia of the Beast System, it will be attacked and its members 
imprisoned or killed And, as we saw that very thmg happen in the case 
of National Socialist German-, ou a world-wide scale, we may be 
certain that it is a global condition today. John foresaw this scenario 
and wrote of :r in his book of Revelation -

In chapter six Hitler explains why the spoken word is superior over 
the written word when it comes to sway ing the great masses of people:

"He (the speaker) will always let himself be borne by 
the great masses in such a way that instinctively the vciy 
words come to his lips that he needs to speak to the hearts 
of his audience."

Because it is given unto you to 
know tie mysteries of the kingdom of beaten, but to them d is not given. ”

with their eyes, and hear with their ears . andshould understand nith their 
heart , and should he converted, and l should heal them." 

"All these things spake Jesus unto the multitudes tn parables; and 
udthout a parable spake he not unto them:" 

"That it might be fulfilled whith ms spoken by the prophet, saying, I 
odd open tnj month in parables: I on//utter things uhlsh hair been kept 
secret from the foundation of the world."

And so wc wonder, actually, of the real l>cncfit of the printed word, 
having existed as it has for such a comparatively short time among 
mankind. By far the most of what goes out in print consists of trash — 
or worse. The would-be "leaders" odh hide behind it. Entire forests 
arc destroyed in its name as paper. At least Jesus faced oo such issue 
or quandary. 

Onto the proper aim of this spoken word Hitler continues - 

"For I roust not measure the speech of a statesman to 
bis people by the impression which it leaves in a 
university professor, but by the effect it exerts on people." 

And from Saint Paul - 

'Tor we dun not make nunebex of the number, or snmpare ourselves 
noth some that commend themseltes: but they measuring thensiems iry 
themse/m, and comparing themsehes among themseim. are not wist."

'Tor we stretch not ourselves beyond our measure, as though an trachea 
not unto you: for sue art a.me j.< far as to you also tn pnacbtng tin gospel 
• I ' 
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"Sot boasting of things indent our measure, tlsat u, of other men's 
labors; hut having hope utben your faith u nuttaied, that sue shall he 
enlarged by you janrdtng to our ruie abundantly. r

Ironic here that we do take from two outstanding examples of the 
pruned or written word to make this poult concerning the primary 
importance of the spoken word. And it is perhaps only here where the 
panted word finds it bear application 

From thnr point to its application at mass meetings, and, ax the same 
rime, the function and necessity of those very same mas> gatherings 

"The mass meeting is abo necessary for the reason 
that in it the individual, who at first, while becoming a 
supporter of a young movement, feels lonely and easily 
succumbs to the fear of being alone, for the first time gets 
the picture of a larger community, which in most people 
has a strengthening, encouraging effect.*’ 

Probably without realizing it, you liave iust read the call and the 
mandate for the church. Could the thoughts of Paul himself have been 
any different'

No Stormtroopei tactics did Jesu3 employ 
dunng his time but his confrontations, one-on-one, with the mobs of 
the |ewish foe remain outstanding among all of the various aspects of 
his public career. One cannot help but trv to factor in the physical 
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presence of Kb* no-doubt beefy disciples who had for the most part 
been drawn from the fishing industry. 

"And jo was also James. and Jobn, the font ofZthedte. which »w 
partner) with Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, Fear not: from 
henceforth thou thalt cold) men." 

"And wlxn they had brought their ship to land, they forsook all, and 
followed him."

Onto the truly invaluable and genuine!) mystical subject of 
symbolism Hitler regales us with the story of just how his universally 
famous and instant)) rcc- igtuzablc Pam- banner came into being -

"I myself.- meanwhile, after innumerable attempts, 
had laid down a final form; a flag with a red background, 
a white disk, and a black swastika in the middle. After 
long trials I also found a definite proportion between the 
size of the flag and the size of the w'hitc disk, as well as 
the shape and thickness of the swastika." 

"And a symbol it really is! Nor only that the unique 
colors, which all of us so passionately love and which 
once won so much honor for the German people, attest 
our veneration for die past; they were also the best 
embodiment of the movement’s will. As National 
Socialists, we see our program in our flag. In red we see 
the social idea of the movement, in white the nationalistic 
idea, in the swastika the mission of the struggle for the 
victory of die Aryan man, and, by the same token, the 
victory of the idea of creative work, which as such always 
has been and always will be anti-Semitic." 

ITie Swastika. Swasnka, along with Aryan, being a Sanskrit word 
and meaning "well-being" The German word for it is Hakenkteux and 
that simple means "hooked cross" 
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Another form of cross, yes, even more ancient than that of the 
familiar Christian cm**. But there are no Swastika* in the Bible, you 
say? I believe that that's very wrong 1 will ask the senous reader to 
consult his Bible and, turning 10 the final two chapters of the Book of 
Ezekiel, work out for himself with pencil, ruler and paper tht intricate 
design as painstakingly described by the ptopher. 

For many the same reasons as much of die Bible’s message is in 
effect coded, Ezekiel calls his design die layout of a great, new dry 
named, "Where The J .ord Is" or, alternately, "Possession of Peace*'. 
The corresponds directly to John's "New Jerusalem'', Jerusalem 
meaning "Where Ihc Lend Is" WTiat one soon realizes i* that thus is 
no "dry" but, rather, a grid. And exactly as Hitler labored long over 
perfect geometric proportions, so too docs the prophet

In volume two, chapter five of Mein Kampt, Hitler makes this bhrnr 
statement - 


"Usurers, speculators, and other criminals of the same 
ilk are to be punished with death." 

I hat also happens to he Article Eighteen of the Program of the 
N.S.D.A.P, the I'wenty-Firc Points. Harsh and draconian as it may 
sound, it too finds its exact parallel within the Old Testament - 

‘'Hath gate/ forth upon usury, and hath taken inmost: shall hi thru 
itwi he tfxti/ nut are; be hath done ail tistst aJrondnatknt; hi thaii sunh 
die; bis blood if rail be upvn bun. " 

— F.zekieL Chapter Eighteen, Verse 13. 

When the I nbes ot Israel divided Themselves into waiting tactions 
following the death of Solomon three thousand years ago, God told 
them that they'd never again enjoy the strength and safety that their 
(firmer unity once brought. And, just as prophesied, that dream of 
unity has been an elusive prize up to tile pteseni day. Not just between 
the brother nations, cither, but down to among the respective tribes 
within the narion> themselves. As you might surmise by now, this is 
the most welcome of good news to the common enemy, the Jew. On 
this I iitier. in chapter ten. remarks - 

"Let Bavaria fight against Prussia and Prussia against 
Bavaria as much as they wanted, the more the better! The 
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hottest struggle between the two meant die securest 
peace for live Jew. In this way, the general attention was 
entirely diverted from the international maggots of 
nations." 

"It was an adroit, subtle game that the Jew’s then 
played, constantly occupying and distracting the 
individual German tribes and meanwhile pillaging them 
the more thoroughly."

Hitler, of course, refers ro a beaten and prostrarc Germany, overrun 
bv Jews both domestic and foreign. But all of the above could just as 
well describe the pligh' of the White element in the United States 
today. 

Supposedly flu. most well-armed citizenry in the world and yet 
helpless to defend themselves from a hostile, alien government 
determining their future at the top and from an increasing mass of 
coloreds in then midst which are poisoning their very bloodlines all 
across the bottom. And they toil all rheir lives so that this alien regime 
can rob them of half their earnings to subsidize the death sentence I 
have just outlined Pillager That barely covets u. 

The paiasitc which God had so strenuously warned against has, in 
a vciy literal sense, not only attached itself to the blood stream and 
digestive sy stem of the host oTgauism, it has attacked the brain and 
nervous system as well, halving the victim :n a veritable state of 
paialvsis, no longer a people or a nation but a mass of helpless 
’’individuals" 

1 iitlcr continues - 

"The international Jew Kurt Eisner began to play 
Bavaria against Prussia. It goes without saying, however, 
that this Oriental who spent his time as a newspaper 
journuillc running all over Germany, was unquestionably 
the last man fitted to defend Bavarian interests, and that 
to him, in particular, Bavaria was a matter of the utmost 
indifference possible on God’s earth." 

The Jew as Oriental? Yes, that is exactly so. Racial Jews aie first 
cousins to Turks who, themselves, had migrated to the Anatolian

Just as they had done a thousand years before m Egypt, the White 
dement had the choice of either leaving to find a cleaner, safer haven 
or staying to face slow degeneration and genetic erasure. Only a very 
strong life force could have had the power necessary to move this 
people on, first from Egypt, and then from the dying Israel and into 
Europe. 

And so they left en masse, to join their racial bretliren who'd 
previously gone ou to settle ui the frontier that was at that rime 
Europe, an estimated ten million of them.

Rcturning to Mein K«npf - 

’’Bear in mind the devastations which Jewish

If it hasn't become irresistibly obvious by now and the reader is not 
convinced rh.it Mein kaxnpf is but the modem and technologically 
oriented version of the Bible, it isn’t going to happen.

"new name" and the new vessel for God's eternal truth is National 
Socialism. 

Very quickly. Hitler ha* given us still one more priceless illustration 
which we, today in the United States, can benefit from particularly.

It is just those elements we've been focusing on in these segments. 
In Psalm One Hundred and Eighteen. Number 22. we first read of. 
"The stone which the builders refused is become the head stone of tire 
corner " This recurs again and again in the New Testament -

Of course, Matthew and Luke were referring to the person of Jesus 
Chtist whereas David, m Psalms, was speaking in the abstract of critical 
and dement*! truth as it is applied to human societies and institutions. 
When, by virtue of personality, a person comes to embody and to 
symbolize this truth then the principle and the individual become otic 
and the same, 

Easy yet dangerous. Hard to grasp some of these abstractions in 
their ethereal form but. once you have them, you have them. 
Dangerous when the name and the image of a man come to mean 
whatever present rulers want them to mean. At that point, one has 
mere idolatry. 

I lowercr, seen or unseen, recognized or unrecognized, accepted or 
Tcjectcd, that certain cornerstone will remain all important forever. The 
most baste truth: Racial integrity, or "holiness" 

The ways to the truth. One, naming precisely who and what is in 
control; l\vo, namtng the enneal element missing from present 
morabrv and government. Ihc former will explain how things got to 
be the way they are. the latter why, despite afl best efforts, it can only 
get worse. In short: fews and Race. That rhese factors exist cannot be 
denied. ITtat they arc the farthest from Isetng properly addressed is 
equally evident. That it has come to this and diat it cannot seem to be 
"fixed" is evidence enough that the wotld is in a mihiamly hostile grip. 
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We have a worid sinking , aoi becoming brighter. There is a lock- 
step philosophical viewpoint as well as a closed-circle power dire. 
Responsibility, therefore, must go to them and not ro us. In other 
words, let us not serve as their "scapegoats” 

Hitler states - 

"A movement which in a time of majority rule orients 
itself in all things on the principle of the leader idea and 
the responsibility conditioned hy it wTll someday with 
mathematical certainty overcome the existing state of 
affairs and emetge victorious'' 

Hott many would sec in that quotation from Mein Kampf this line 
from Saint Paul - 

"And we know that ail thing: work togetherfor goad In them that love 
Cod, to them who tm tbr tolledaccording to bupurpose." 

- Romans, Chapter Eight, Verse 28. 

It comes down to this - 

"Ttmi saitb the ljird; If my covenant bt not with day and night, and 
iff have not appointed r be ordinance t oj heaven and earth;'' 

"Then viil I east away the seed of Jacob, and David my tenant, to 
that / wrii not take an) o)hit seed to he Helen over the seed ojAMtam, 
Isaac and Jacob: for 1 will cause their captmty to return, and have merry 
on them ."

The correlation between Hitler’s statement and the above passage 
mat seem tenuous. Actually, it isn’t. 

Recall that in Exodus, Chapter Three, Verse 14, God gave his name 
as Yahweh, or Jehovah, or I Am That 1 Am. iliat literal translation 
from the Hebrew and the Greek, to me at least, suggests total reality', 
absolute truth The Law of Nature, certainly. But behind ev en that, the 
law of phvsics. of biology, of geometry and of course the law of 
mathematics. 
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Science now knows rhat there ts no "accident" in the structure 
either of the universe as a whole or of the most minute atom. AU of 
the above laws apply. And not only the presence of the sun and the 
moon but their respective movements as well — all mathematical 
certainties. 

Hitler is stressing tlut - as even the Bible says - if we would only 
call upon the Lord in earnest, rhat is, do things his way and not by 
some flawed and cotnprimused design of our own. that we would be 
saved. And through this. Hitler performed the miracle of smashing die 
rule of Satan and established the Thud Reich. 

Hitler goes on - 

"The visible success of this attitude was shown on 
November 9 U> , 1923: when 1 came to the movement four 
years previous, not even a rubber stamp was available. On 
November 9th, the party was dissolved, its property 
confiscated. This, included all properties and the 
newspaper, already amounted to over a hundred and 
seventy thousand gold marks." 

We don't read of such things a** what Hider has described above in 
the Bible. Why not? The answer is almost too obvious: 

'And ail that htinvtd uwr hgfther, avd had ad thrqy m»«(/;" 

'"And laid (btsTpasstsstatu and goody, and parted them to all men. as 
ettriy man .had need. ” 

- Acts, Chapter Two, Verses 44 and 45. 

To one such as myself, a child growing up in the safe, secure and 
above all niateriahsnc society of Post War -America of the 1950s and 
early 1960s, lines like the above were just plain weird. Not only w eird 
but pointless. 

That was until the times and the circumstances came to grow to fit 
the words and their perfectly appropnarc nature became suddenly 
manifest 
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Ridding oneself of vulnerability of this son ts one aspect of this 
most stark reality The other side of it has to do with focus and 
devotion: 


"Bw iay kpjbryoursthes treasures in heaven, when neither meth nor 
rust doth .vmipt. and when tbieret do not break, thronfb nor stead" 

"For when your treanm is, then viiJxostr heart he a/so." 

Matthew. Chapter Six, Verses 20 and 21 

Disruption, confusion, heartbreak This is the desired goal of the 
World Enemy, the element in which his own plans can take shape. 
Forget the greater than ninety percent of the world's population that 
are non-white, consider only the temawing eight percent which still 
genetically constitute God's Elect. They arc the target. They make the 
perfect pawns of themselves whenever diet chouse to indulge in the 
game of Mammon, that is as one despicable bumper sticker lately to 
be seen says, “He Who Dies With The Most Toys Wins” . To be thus 
robbed of any higher purpose in life is to be harnessed like any draught 
animal by his worst etietnies- 

Ge< them working against chemsclves for money or for position, or 
get them lost and indifferent, and time takes care of die rest But the 
individual or, especially, the group which possesses the truth must be 
dealt with lest die truth spread. 

I've said, on the one hand, that if 100% of all power proves 
insufficient to bung about one's own vetsion of Utopia, then, you may 
be assured, the effort is already foredoomed. Hitler said the rest in the 
preceding paragraphs. \nd the apostles made up for any difference in 
the pages of the Bible 

IVe had occasion to comment lately that, yes, they' indeed have the 
power to abuse their authority, but that 1 have the power to not allow' 
it io affect my course. However, minus a certain level of critical 
awareness and the individual might be calculated to react in predictable 
ways, for which each method and tactic of oppression, repression or 
plain tenor w as onginallv devised. That is. in order to dissuade. No 
argument, as such, but rather heartbreak. 

Only if one can see it tor w'hat it is - a franac and desperate effort 
with smoke and minors - does he have a char.cc at withstanding it and 
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surviving it. In these, the very Inner tunes, 4 terrific, pitched battle t* 
being waged between the Satanic forces of earth aud a handful of those 
who hold and represent the truth. God docs have a terrific sense of 
humor and it is shown by the pitiful few of us who an- standing off the 
full might of Satan until the day he rc-airivcs to set things back in order. 

It is here where the Bible comes to the fore in laying it out as to 
how it now lu.-s become and how « will be -

Only the person who secs it for what it is - a one-on-one battle 
w ith Satan and all of his tools - can feci the exhilaration and the actual 
power that he has.

Seen in such relief, Paul's words don’t sound quite as "insane*’ as 
they might have forty vears ago. Without rat reference handy, 1 can 
only paraphrase an old Party motto having to do with this very same 
thing. It was entitled, "Volksaturm 1945" and said that it was easy on 
a dear and sunnv day to raise the banner high. But that when the clouds 
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were gathered and the winds blew strong, only the true spirit showed 
itself. 

! lider offers even more interesting words - 

"The possibility of regaining independence for a 
nationality is nor absolutely bound up with the integrity 
of a state territory, but rather with the existence of a 
remnant, even though small, of this people and state, 
which, in possession of die necessary freedom, not only 
can embody the spiritual community 7 of the whole 
nationality, hut also can prepare the military fight for 
freedom.” 

"Except ibe Lord of hosts had it ft onto m a ret) small remnant. wt 
Avoid Kuo been M Sodom, and should Lit* Inrn like unto 
Gomorrah."

Remember that as Hitler dictated tlte words of Mein Kampf, the 
World Enemy was just then jockeying about, putting the final touches 
to his world control. The World Enemy was forced to drop his plan 
and deal with I litlci and a reawakened and resurgent National Socialist 
Germany before going on. All of this has since become established 
reality, but, in 1924, Hitler was plating the role of the true prophet 
when he made these observations — 

Remember too that at the time the Bnttsh Empire directly ruled 
one-fourth of the surface of the earth and represented Old Testament 
prophecy to its verv heigh; in that the sons of Isaac would come to 
rule the world. Hidcr anxiously sought alliance with England and made 
this plain m his book. But be knew the dangers which existed and 
spelled them out 

"Can the forces of traditional British Statesmanship, 
for example, break the devastating Jewish influence or 
not?" 

"In tilts country of the Treest democracy*, the Jew 
exerts an almost unlimited dictatorship indirectly 
through public opinion. And yet, even there an incessant 
struggle is taking place between the advocates of British 
state interests and the proponents of a Jewish world 
dictatorship." 

It would be Rudolf Hess in person, 1 litler's scribe, who, in May of 
1941, would fly solo ro Scotland ui the midst of war to try to decide 
this toss-up in favor of rhe two brother peoples - Judah and Ephraim. 
But we blow the ourcomc. 
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"U ot unto the rtvx-n ofpndi. to the tirvnkanis of Ephraim, orhott 
glorious beaut) ii a fatting Jhvrr, vhieh ,irr on the heati of the fat nalteys 
of them that are ormermt with mnt." 

Usuh, ( bapter Twenty-Eight, Verse 1. 

"Ephraim, he hath mixed himself among the people: Ephraim it a 
ea.hr not turned ." 

"Strungm A nr devoured !hi strength, and be kmuutb it not.ytaffttf 
hairs art mn and there upon him, yet h* knoweth not. ” 

Hosca, Chapter Seven, Verses 8 and 9. 

Ephraim, once ajpun, in the modem world being England, it isn't 
much of a stretch to see rhe notorious drunkard, Winston Churchill, 
as he. in 1938, sold lus services to ihar group of high finance Jews 
calling themselves * J lie Focus". The arrangement was the}' would pay 
off his personal debts and make him Prime Minister if he would use 
tins power to make war against Germanv. thus fomenting a Second 
World War. 

And so Hess, wuh his heroic flight for the sake of Western, 
Christian civilization, fell directly into the waiting hands of the Satanic 
world power and was held incommunicado until the end of the War 
when he was tried by these same Jews as a "war criminal" Hitler, for 
his part, was dashed by this turn of events and, because of it, if I may 
again paraphrase, declared, "I prophesy that a great empire shall be 
destroyed." 

By 1945 - after "winning" the War against Germanv - Britain was 
bankrupt and starving. By 1947 its empire began to break up with the 
loss of India.

Ford, to their fury, still maintains full independence." 
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lilts was five years before the Wall Street crash of October, 1929, 
which delivered even more control directly into Jewish hands as their 
competitors were literally wiped out overnight The resulting 
Depression paved the way for their willing rooJ and champion, 
Franklin Roosevelt, to sweep to dictatorial power on the crest of the 
panic and push through Congress his ’’New Deal" which, in effect, 
made the United States a Marxist Socialist state. 

Uidcr continues on America — 

"With astute shrewdness they knead public opinion 
and make it into an instrument for their own future." 

"Stlyeurtffii'fion on things above, not on things on the earth." 

- Colosrians, Chapter Ihree, Verse 2. 

The American public lias traditionally allow ed the Satanic media 
masters of Hollywood and Madison Avenue to litcndh manufacture 
and implant all of their thoughts and values, thus making of them 
possibly, the most crass and materialistic people on earth. And they arc 
paying the pnee for this. 

"Already the greatest heads of Jewry sec the 
approaching fulfillment of their teatamentary prophecy 
about the great devouring of nations." 

The above was taken from chapter thirteen of the second volume 
of Mein Kampf. 

The stage is set foe the Second World War as Hidcr goes on to 
relate -

"But the Jews stirred up the dcivut and haimabJe women, and thr 
(href men oj the .it), and raisedpersecution ciij ainst Paul and [iarmibaj, 
and type tied them out of their abuts." 

— Acts, Chapter Ihirrecn, Vct>es 47, 49 and 50. 

There, tn a microcosm, you have preciseh what took place on a 
global scale in rhe Second World War. 

\ world of lies caruior rolcratc even one glimmer of truth. Only 
when no truth remains anywhere can the lie effectively pass irself as 
the truth. So it is with states, so ir is with individuals And that is whar 
the struggle has now come down to. 

Again, in the year 1924, Hitler goes on — 

"Now the jew knows only too w ell that in his thousand 
yean of adaption he may have been able to undermine 
the European peoples and train them to be racclcss 
bastards, but that he would scarcely be in a position to 
subject an Asiatic national state like Japan to this fate. 
Today he may mimic the German and the Englishman, 
the American and the Frenchman, but he lacks the 
bridges to the yellow Asiatic. And so he strives to break 
the Japanese national state with the strength of similar 
existing formations, in order to rid himself of the 
dangcruus adversary before the last state power is 
transformed in his bands into a despotism over 
defenseless beings." 

In August of 1943, Japan u-as hit with nuclear weapons which had 
been conceived and brought about by an international coterie of 
Jewish physicists. 

Hitler concludes wuh rhis - 
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"...the National Socialist Movement has the mightiest 
task to fulfill." 

"It must open the eyes of the people on the subject of 
foreign nations and must remind them again and again of 
the true enemy of our present-day world. In place of 
hatred against Aryans, from whom almost everything may 
separate us, but with whom we are hound common blood 
or the great line of a kindred culture, it must call eternal 
wrath upon the head of the foul enemy of mankind as the 
teal origination of our sufferings." 

"It must make certain that in our country, at least, the 
mortal enemy is recognized and that the fight against him 
becomes a gleaming symbol of blighter days, to show 
other nations the way to the salvation of an embattled 
Aryan humanity."

''And suddenly then tom a sound front heaven as of a rushing mghty 
wind, and st filled all tin house when they wen sitting."

A number of things from the above passages I believe require some 
clarification note - 

First, "speaking in tongues" simply means communicating with the 
Othct White tubes in their own languages. However this mav ha\ c been 
accomplished back then. Hitler wasn't the only one reaching every 
While culture via the modem media techniques that were at his 
disposal Sadly, too, each and every one of the other \V liite states ot 
the world had their own, indigenous Jewish community and each one 
of these, in turn, had taken care to sew up the respective nation's media 
for their own purposes. And today, of course, this Satanic browbeating 
apparatus has no opposinon to speak of. 

As tat as l can determine, contained also in the preceding 
paragraphs is reference to the modem age, with all its technological 
miracles. 

The reference given to "devout Jews" goes back to the confusion 
that was first introduced into the Bible with Second Kangs, Chapter 
Sixteen, Verse 6, with the iniual intioducdon of the word lew" It 
amounted to a direct parallel to what "American" has now become.

With chapter fourteen of the second volume of Mein Kampf. Hitler 
continues with ln> summation of the world alignment as chough the 
Second Wodd War were already something of the past when, in fact, 
it remained fully fifteen years on in die future 

"Germany today is no world power. Even if our 
momentary military impotence were overcome, we 
should no longer have any claim to this title. In an era 
when the earth is gradually being divided up among 
states, some of which embrace almost entire continents, 
we cannot speak of a world power in connection with a 
formation whose political mother country is limited to the 
absurd area of five hundred thousand square kilometers." 

"...we must regard as giant states, first of all the 
American Union, then Russia and China." 

"Today it is not princes and princes' mistresses who 
haggle and bargain over state borders; it is the inexorable 
Jew who struggles for his domination over the nations." 

"For ihtry jrr tht ipiritJ of dtvtlf, working mmtekt, which jp forth 
hh to the kings of tht <arlb and of the wboii ovrid, to gdthtr tinm to tht 
bos tit of that giro/ ter,' of God . Untight). " 

- Revelation, Chapter Sixteen, Verse 14 
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"...we National Socialists must hold unflinchingly to 
our aim in foreign policy, namely, to secure for the 
German people the land and soil to which they arc 
entitled on this earth.” 

"If we speak of soil in Europe today, wc can primarily 
have in mind only Russia and her vassal border states.” 

"Here fate itself seems desirous of giving us a sign. By 
handing Russia to Bolshevism, it robbed the Russian 
nation of that intelligentsia which previously brought 
about and guaranteed its existence as a state. For the 
organization of a Russian state formation was not the 
result of the political abilities of the Slavs in Russia, but 
only a wonderful example of the state* formiug efficacy of 
the German element in an inferior race.

Jews learned to rhetr extreme discomfiture with the leakage of their 
Zionist Protocols" which has been haunting them ever since. Neither 
Hider nor any National Socialist ever had occasion to refer to Mein 
Kampf as a "forgery" because u contained "evil thoughts" that they 
didn't wish to be associated with. 

No. Mulct wanted his word out and read. 

Out in the open — but vilified and defamed - is the only place that 
the World Enemy can locate something they' vert' desperately need to 
defuse so that tr cannot be suddenly discovered by some intrepid 
researcher with the proverbial yell of '’Eureka!" 

It is identically the same with the ubiquitous translations of the 
Bible, except where vihficanon is not present or required, the 
difference is made up by intentional contusion and plain, human dull

As Mem Katnpf moves rapidly ro a close, Hidcr rakes up his own

Chancellor of Germany and the Tliird Reich was bom. 

Iwclve year-, later, toward the end of the Second Worid War, 
despite all apparent disaster.

Kxactly as the talc and die lesson of ancient Israel in die Bible is to 
be transposed — hterally — to all of modern day Israel (the White race) 
in the present world, 50 the essentially same message within the pages 
of Mem Kampf may be expanded and applied directly to ourselves in 
this rune and place.

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Conclusion 

I began my initial excursion into the true meaning of die Bible, 
entitled "One- Verse Charlies", by giving mention to tny long 
onentation os on atheist I II end "The Thcocrat" with more on this 
same aspect. 

In my eaiiv ixiuth. as 1 sometimes would ponder whar might lay 
behind the undeniably strange quality of the Bible, it once occurred to 
me that perhaps the authors of it were unquestionably wise — even 
shrewd - men who, in their desire and effort to create a powerful 
documcnr tor the lasting good of the people, took a profound 
appreciation of human nature and worked it together with a lot of 
pocnc license to create the result we hold todav. 

In other words, rakmg an awareness that all things repeat, especially 
as regards the rise and fall of truly classic civilizations, and working 
these principles into a first person narrative from "God'* 

Ihis very real literary technique is called fable or myth-making. Not 
necessarily fabrication, cither, but a telling of a real or at least valid talc 
in such a manner as to make its outcome appear to have been 
preordained rather than tust a ease of cause and effect 1 Iowcvcr, one 
might ask. wouldn't the one amount to the other? That much aside, 
the saints on their own attacked the issue in the New Testament -

It is quire plaut that Hitkr, in all of his extraordinary w isdom and 
insight, could very well have chosen ro do this very thing. However, 
had he taken that route, his own result would have been - the Bible. 
Clearly, had that been sufficient by itself in the first place. Hitler would 
not have been moved to create Mein Kampf in the form that we know 
it, much less generate a copy of the ortgmal.

A "Thud Testament"? 

That there is more than one way of speaking for God, 1 think is 
made plain. To do this one must - not so simply - be fullv capable of 
perceiving the truth. Not so simple because, first, he must perceive that 
he has been bom into a lie. Then he must posse** the "inspiration'' to 
adduct what was what before layer upon layer of confusion and 
distortion accumulated. Next he must have die power of mentality to 
commit the thought into words. Finally, in an age of lies, he would 
need the courage to come forward with all of this. 

Hitler's Mein Kampf contains a dimension w hich the Bible lacks: 
'ITtc common, practical and person-to-pccson touch which leaves 
nothing "mystified" and which leaves no possible question 
unanswered. They can and they do vilify Hitler and Mein Kampf but 
they’ll never succeed in subverting its message into one more tool of 
rheit own for the destruction of their racial and spiritual opposites. The 
Bible, for its part; contains an dement w r hich Hitler docs not even 
remotely touch upon in his Mem Kampf: Direct and personal 
intervention into human affairs by what could only be described as 
extraterrestrials or "angels", if you prefer. Paul prefers the term 
"celestials". I've stayed away from it here for the simple monvanon 
chat, even as 1 said in another similar work, too much would be too 
much 
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Hitler does at several points tn his book emphasize the n« essity of 
keeping separate religion from politics and so this thought, by itsclt, 
would quite uatutally have precluded any mention of such 
"impertinent" nr "suppostoonan " topic matter 

There is that common axis upon which both books, the Bible and 
Mein Kanipf, turn and that is wbat is referred to cryptically in the Bible 
as "the stone which the builders set at naught' but which Hitler 
hammers again ami again directly as the race issue. Seen ill this light, 
rhe one book might almost amount to the mirror or negative image or 
its counterpart. And it is more than interesting to note how the 
common Jewish enemy attacks both. Where something may be left up 
to the imagination, they easily move in With sly misinterpretations to 
knock rhe whole meaning of rhe resr of the book off base. Where 
nothing is left to the imagination, they are forced to resort to the more 
head-on tacric of lies and slander. Very telling 

Hitler and Jesus, as men, shared one great similarity: I"hey 
demonstrated what man can do when he is in touch with the truth and 
exert? every gift given to liim b> His (.rcator. And still it is never 
enough. 

One area m which the Bible docs excel Mein Kampf in explicit 
answer-revealing is in its final book which bears the very name. 
Revelation. When Hitler says that any final victory of the Jews will spell 
an end to higher humanity’ - if not humanity as a whole - he is leas mg 
us with an "unless" of the mightiest proportions. 

Hitler, of cour se, went on to completely overthrow die rule of lies 
of Satan — and to establish the Hurd Reich tn t iertnany. A true 
theocracy on earth. A fear NEVER having been equaled before. This 
caused very real panic on the part of the lews (for whom Satan is but 
the allegory) who controlled the rest of the world and the result was 
die crucifixion of the entire German nation. This, we can be assured, 
was the very final shot man on his own would have at redeeming 
himself. 

Of course, it was alreadi written — this outcome — thousands of 
rears earlier And. unless it was all just bunk at the time — meaning, 
naturally, that it still would be - once tt was written, it could not be 
changed. I JteraOr every’ shred ot evidence we have — and 1 claim this

Throughout Mein Kampf, Hider often refers to “God", "the

which next to none seem to grasp: God is all of these things. "I Am 
That I Am", he told Moses that his name was. ONE REALITY despite 
limitless interpretations. Any variance off this and disaster is invited, 
sooner ot later 

laws of physics, biology, cbcmErry, mathematics, geometry, etc., 
notwithstanding, I myself found the deliberate, acrualh' driven, 
activities of the Jew's, winch I studied in the most painful and minute 
detail, also in my atheist years, to be well beyond the threshold of 
"coincidence" when one becomes familiar with the pattern of 
destruction as laid out tn the Bible. Sadly, it is all that we presently have 
about us in ample evidence to study: The pathway of destruction. 

Yct, the establishment of the Itvtng, flcsh-and-blood fulfillment of 
that very prophecy docs, on its face, verify the other, now practically 
invisible, half of the issue: That of Divine Creadon.

Mein Kampf is 
utnversally rejected but does by itself constitute that very same missing 
nucleus of the Bible. Ihe pieces are there Who can put them together? 
Who*d even suspect?

But I'd welcome the opportunity, 
someday, ro field some of the arguments rhar may he expected to come 
forth in reaction to this. Frankly, what 1 expect mostly is the same 
stony silence I’ve seen in the pasr whenever anything truly 
"unanswerable" has appeared.

Most will do this. A few won't. 

Rest assured, that few will account for more than all of the rest 
combined. 
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What are the 
Implications? 

This most pertinent question came to me from one correspondent 
after he had read his copy of the first edition of "The Theocrat" tn the 
year 2000. 

The implications of ail this ate as plentiful as they are enormous. 
What has just gone before, as far as I am concerned, is universe 
shattering. However, it is all good news for us 

This is not to say that at any time during my hfc 1 ever began to 
doubt the truth and the right of the cause of Hitler and National 
Socialism No It was rather that I feared that it might actually have 
been The Twilight of the Gods".

Again, 
Hitler's final recorded words were to his valet, 1 Icinz Litige. only 
moments away from his death in the bunker on April 30th, 1945 
When I mg r asked bun, "Who shall we fight for now?” Hiller's reply 
was. "For the coming man." 

Then too is the lingering mystery of exactly who the ''Elijah" Talked 
of in the very final verses of the Old 'lestament was or u. .All of die 
theologians I've ever spoken with about the matter are unanimous in 
that he hasn't yet appeared. But he will come before the dark and 
dreadful dav of the Lord, he will turn the heart* of the children to their 
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fathers and the hearts of the fathers to their children, lest the earth be 
smitten with a curse. Maiachi, Chapter Four, Verse* 5 and 6. 

\X ith the fall of the Soviet L'uion, a tremendous amount of hitherto 
classified documentation was finally revealed It was made undeniably 
plain that in the summer of 1941 ir had been Stalin’s full intention to 
roll over all of Europe with an irresistible military force. Standard, 
contemporarily sources cite such a force in existence then as having 
been made up of more troops, tanks, planes and artillery dun what was 
being held by die rest of the world combined.

This death then had been a race against tune. From Hider having 
tonndcJ die NSDAP m 1920, to his building of a govemment-in-thc 
wings ready to step into power tn 1933, to hi* re-strengthening of 
Germany — the true unification of the German people, die fathers to 
the sons and vice versa to the ability to fend off the stupid and 
criminal attacks from the West, to ultimately Operation Barharossa, 
die attack on die Soviet Union. Historians agree that had it not been 
for Western participation, the Soviet Union would have gone down in 
1941, 

But also from out of the previously sealed archives of the former 
Soviet l'uion came the information that, although "victorious" in the 
W at, Germany had mauled them so badly — even in retreat and up to 
the last - which they never recovered and lasted only another forty- 
year* before collapsing from wirhin. {Stalin had repeatedly offered 
Germany a separate peace nghr through 1943.) 

And so I am confident we know who Hitler was according to the 
Bible. 

Bolshevism translates out to a-lcw-w-irh-a gun-to-your-hcad. Tixkj 
we still have a Jew-dominated planet however. But it is of the nature 
ot the hand in the cookie jar. to pull die hand out, die cookies must 
be released. Beyond chat even, the dominannn of the Jew* could be 
classified as a case of "legal entry". We ourselves, as a people, have 
been playing ball with them, against, I would add, the stem 
admonishment* of the lx>rd himself. 
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We suffer with the consequences. 

So tt shall linger, like a slowly sinking "Titanic" until a certain 
tipping point is reached. 

Many will ask what is to be done I've passed the half-century mark 
as being a pan of Hitler's Movement ITic saga of the N$DAP tan u 
mere twenty-five years, start to finish. There are great times and great 
men. And then there are traits and personalities which, by contrast, 
seem to be of a vastly more "normal" kind, t hese arc the tunes in 
which we now find ourselves Perhaps a better term would be. "new 
normal" as we exist in such a state of creeping mutation.

The word then as to what was to be done by 
the individual in the dark days to conic was to, one, hang onto what 
you have, and. two, await the return. And many will not be satisfied 
with this as any answer in the present day. 

But 1 would ask anyone to stop and consider the history of the 
White movement in this nation over the course of the past half century. 
It's been tned in earnest and by people far better than 1 who have given 
their lives. "We can't just do nothing." 1 rue. It is however necessary to 
take the lessons |ust presented and formulate our strategies 
accordingly. In recent years I've found tnrsell quoting Nathan Hale, I 
believe it was, who said that he regretted having but one life to give for 
his couutn III modern-dav parlance, that would translate our to: Don': 
sell yourself cheap. 

In the past I’ve said tr also that there nev er was such a thing as a 
man who changed history There have been, however, on occasion, 
very rare occasions, men who have come along to keep history on 
track. As one must gather from the Bible - a great gift to us from the 
future, not the past it has all already happened before. But for some 
reason that our knowledge of physics, etc., has not allowed us to 
understand yet, there have remained certain variables 

|esus Christ and Adolf Hitler took care of those variables for us. 

Now we must walk it out in faith. 
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A Note on Hitler 


j^Lnor.K Hitler’s father. Alois, was the son of an itiner¬ 
ant miller, Johann Hiedlcr (for so ihc family spelled its 
name a hundred years ago), of the village of Spital, in 
Upper Austria, by a peasant woman named Maria Shickcl- 
griiber. Alois must have been a boy of very enterprising 
temperament, for he ran away from home at the age of 
thirteen with a few shillings in his pocket, and made his 
living as a cobbler in Vienna, where also he managed to learn 
to read and write. 

When he was twenty-three he married his first wife, 
Anna Glasl-Horer, a woman of some means, who was 
fourteen years his senior. By her he had two children, 
Alois, Jr., and Angela, half-brother and half-sister of the 
German Chancellor. Alois had by now educated himself, 
and obtained a post in the Austro-Hungarian Customs Serv¬ 
ice at Braunau, on the German frontier. Anna died in *883, 
and Alois almost immediately married again, bur his second 
wife died within the year. His third wife, the Chancellor’s 
mother, was pretty Klara Poclzl, a peasant girl from 
Spital, whose mother, Johanna, was a cousin of Johann 
Hiedlcr. So Klara was her husband’s second cousin once 
removed. 

The Chancellor’s parents were .a handsome pair; she, 
blonde, slender, with great, tender eyes and a sensitive 
face; he, a fine figure of a man, inclined to stoutness in 
later life, with bushy whiskers and a heavy mustache 
drooping over a powerful jaw. Both were of sound peasant 
stock, God-fearing, and ambitious in dicir way. Alois had 
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risen from being a homeless boy to a respected Customs 
official. Klara had left Spital at an early age to see the world, 
earning her living by domestic service. Their first two chil¬ 
dren died in infancy. Adolf, die eldest survivor, was born 
in a little house on the mam street of Braunau-on-thc-lnn, on 
April aoth, 1889, when his father was fifty-rwo and hi» 
mother twenty-nine years of age. Two other children were 
born after Adolf, Paula, who now lives in Vienna, and 
Edouard, who died in infancy. 

In 1856 Alois Hitler retired from the Customs Service, 
and the family went to live at the village of Leonding, 
near the cathedral town of Linz, in order to be near a good 
school for Adolf. Next year Paula was born, and her mother 
developed symptoms of an internal disease which proved to 
be cancer. 

Adolf, with his mischievous dark-blue eyes and perky 
face, was described in one of his school reports as ''lazy 
and self-willed.’* The only subjects which interested him 
were history, drawing, and geography. Outside school hours 
he listened with absorbed attention to Professor Potsch, an 
active member of the German National Party, who used to 
tell the pupils how the birthright of the Austrians was being 
bartered for a mess of Slav pottage: the Emperor's heir had 
even married a Czech nobody. 

Alois Hitler wanted his son to follow him in his career 
as a Customs official, but Adolf flouted the notion: he hated 
office work and wanted to be an artist. Alois was very angry 
at this absurd suggestion, and for the last three years of his 
life the relations between father and son were strained. 
Alois died on a January morning, in 1903, of a heart attack, 
while reading the paper at the village inn. 

So Adolf and Paula, aged 14 and 7, were left with their 
mother, who already knew that she was dying. She moved 
to Linz, and lived there on her small pennon with the two 
children. 
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Adolfs lungs were delicate, and the doctor recom¬ 
mended that he should cease attending school and remain 
as much as possible in the open air. He sketched, talked 
politics, looked after his mother. In 1907 he went to Vienna, 
and applied for admission to the painting school of the 
State Academy; but the authorities gave him little encourage¬ 
ment; they suggested that his talent was architectural, and 
that he should apply for admission to the School of Archi¬ 
tecture. Here the Director showed interest in his work, and 
would have taken him as a pupil had he been able to pass 
the necessary examination. But how could Adolf pass any 
examination when he had roamed free as his own master for 
the last three years? 

At eighteen Adolf Hitler was a failure. His mother died 
in 1908, and with her death her pension ceased. The cot¬ 
tage was sold, and Adolf gave all the proceeds to Paula. 
Then he returned to Vienna and started to conquer the 
world from there, alone, penniless, untrained, with a strong 
aversion from any kind of work that did not interest him, 
an artist to his sensitive finger-tips. “The difficulties of life," 
he writes in Mtin Kampf, “hardened my spirit and taught 
me how to live. 1 thank those days for the fact that I grew 
hard, and can be hard." He laid bricks, shoveled snow, 
learned the trade of a plasterer, broke his nails on the 
mason's hod. Often he went without food to find the 
money to hear Wagner or Mozart from the gallery of the 
Opera. 

I have seen, as everyone interested cat) see, the sketches 
which Hitler made a few years later, on the Western bront, 
during his intervals of leisure as a dispatch rider. It is easy 
to be wise after the event, but I feel that the Academy 
which rejected his work in 1907 must have been wrong, 
and failed, as academics often do, to recognize talent. To 
me his sketches have an instinct for line and proportion, 
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and a sense of style which has now found its expression in 
the buildings and motor roads of the Third Reich, as well as 
in his speeches. 

In Vienna, in those days before the Great War, the idea 
occurred to him that he might earn more money by de¬ 
signing show-cards than by manual labor. This occupa¬ 
tion took him to all sorts of little shops in die poor parts 
of the city, and it was here that he learned to hate the 
Jews. 

He detested his life in this racial Babylon, this meeting- 
place for all the peoples of a ramshackle Empire. He noted 
the commercial cunning, the cosmopolitanism, the luxury 
and vice of the Imperial capital, and hated it with the 
intensity of a country boy, romantic by temperament, who 
had grown up sheltered by a mother’s love. 

When he went to Salzburg to present himself for mili¬ 
tary training, he was rejected as unfit: he was half- 
starved, and had not yet outgrown the trouble in his 
lungs. In 1912, at the age of 23, and still a failure, he 
went to Munich to see whether the tradesmen of Bavaria 
would take more kindly than those of Vienna to his show¬ 
cards. 

Politics, music, and visits to art galleries were his only 
amusements. Sometimes he took a glass of beer in those 
early days, while listening to a political discussion, but 
food and drink had no lure for him- Nor had sex. As 
far as is known (and his opponents have been diligent in 
their attempts to discover evidence that might be used 
against him, but with no success) he has never had any 
sex relations at all. Always his eyes were fixed on high 
horizons. 

When the Great War came he volunteered immediately 
for service in the German Army, and was enrolled as a 
volunteer in a Bavarian regiment. His official record of 
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service repays careful examination, for it shows what fine 
service he gave his country: a service given by many others, 
it is true, who are unknown to fame, but never given save by 
men cast in a heroic mold 

He saw thirty-six actions on the Western Front From 
August i6rh, 1914, to October 20th, 1918, when he was 
painfully blinded by gas, he had only two home leaves of 
a fortnight each, and a seven weeks’ spell in hospital with 
shrapnel splinters in his leg. He was awarded the Iron 
Cross of the and Class in December, 1914, and the Iron 
Cross of the 1st Class in August, 1918. The latter dis¬ 
tinction (very rarely given to noncommisssoncd officers) 
he gained for capturing seven or eight enemy soldier* 
single-handed, and marching them back to his battalion 
headquarters at the point of his revolver. The date is 
noteworthy, for German morale was not high in August, 
1918. 

Here is his full record of service, which I have translated 
from the Munich archives:
